S. African court 
convicts hijackers 

PIETERMARITZBURG; South Africa, 
July 28 (R) — Defiant mercenary leader Col. 
Michael ("Mad Mike") Hoare Wednesday 
told a court preparing to send him to jail for 
coramandering an Air-India airliner he was 
proud of bringing his men back safely from an 
abortive Seychelles coup. 

Hoare. number one accused in the prot- 
racted Pietermaritzburg hijack trial, was 
asked if he had anything to say in mitigation 
before sentencing. Standing straight . and 
speaking in firm tones, he stated: "MTud, I 
did my duty as I saw it. I brought my men 
home safely and I'm proud of that.” 

Hoare and bis chief lieutenant, freelance 
photograpger Peter Duffy, were Tuesday 
found guilty on three counts of contravening 
anti-hijack laws by taking over the airliner 
and ordering it to fly from Mahe in the 
Seychelles to Durban last November. Six 
others were convicted on two counts and 34 
of the all-white mercenary group found guilty 
on one charge. One man brought back 
wounded from the fighting at Mahe airport 
was acquitted. 

Presiding Judge Neville James will pass 
sentence Thursday, after hearing other 
mitigation pleas. 

Kenya bars Odinga 
from foreign travel 

NAIROBI. July 28 (AFP) — The Kenya 
government has impounded the passport of 
former vice-president and opposition leader. 
Ogmga Odinga. The Standard newspaper 
reported Wednesday. 

Immigration officers went to Odinga’ s 
house in Kisumu town. 260 kms north-west 
of Nairobi, and impounded his passport, he 
told the newspaper. They gave no reasons for 
the step. Odinga planned to form a socialist 
party in Kenya. 

In February. Odinga had attacked the gov- 
ernment for failing to eliminate domination 
of the economy by national and international 
forces.

LONDON. July 28 (Agencies) — The 
British government has announced a novel 
job-splitting scheme as part of its plan to cut 
unemployment, now affecting 13.4 percent 
of the nation's workforce. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir Geoffrey 
Howe told parliament Tuesday there would 
be grants for companies which divided one 
full-time job. into two part-time ones. The 
scheme, running from next January until 
'March 1984. was denounced by the Trades 
Union Congress (TUC) as a shabby, cosmetic 
exercise intended to hide the jobless total of 
oyer three milli on . 

■ Other government measures included 
grants and incentives to companies to set up 
businesses in depressed areas, and a scheme 
to enrible die unemployed to do local jobs for 
the community. 

Sir Geoffrey speaking during an economic 
debate, rejected opposition calls to boost the 
econoniy and indicated the government 
wohld. not abandon its tough monetarist 
'approach. The finance minister said Britain’s 
annual rate of inflation could be down to 7.5 
percent by the end of the year. It is now 9.2 
percent. ' 

The Conservative government credits its 
tight-fisted money policy and curbs on state 
spending for bringing down inflation from a 
peak 21.9 percent in May 1980 — a year after 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher came to 
power — JO 9J2 percent last month. The gov- 
ernment Monday abolished credit control on 
hire purchase of cars and other consumer 
durables, scrapping previous minimum 
deposits and maximum repayment periods to 
stimulate demand. 

Announcing more measures Tuesday. 
Howe said grants to split jobs would be can- 
celed oid by savings in unemployment 'pay- 
mefttsT HesSidhe was also setting-up 1 1 new 
"enterprise" zones in depressed areas where 
business can get start-up giants, and would 
enlarge a state-subsidized community work 
. program to cater to up to 1 30.000 of the one 
million long-term unemployed people who 
have been out of work for more than a year. 

During a debate on jobs. Howe rejected 
calls by the opposition Labor Party for more 
government spending and tax cuts to stimu- 
late industry. He. said economic recovery is 
"uneven and frustratingly slow.” but there 
were signs of an upturn — “the hesitation 
that was apparent in the winter is may be 
coming to an end f - •

loyment. called the jobless total the "waste of 
a nation — the worst peacetime disaster that 
has struck our coumry in modem times." 

BR drivers relent 
on flexible shifts 

LONDON. July 28 (R) — Britain's train 
drivers have authorized their union leader- 
ship to conclude an agreement with British 
Rail (BR) on the introduction of flexible 
working shifts. , • 

Delegates to a recalled conference of the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen (ASLEF) agreed to work the 
flexible rosters under protest and subject to 
certain safeguards on job security. ASLF.F 
General Secretary' Ray Buckton told repor- 
ters Tuesday. 

But because ASLEF is still formally com- 
mitted to a guaranteed eight-hour day. he 
predicted possible difficulties in implement- 
ing new timetables. 

Working flexible shifts, which meant an 
end to the guarantee! eight-hour day. was the 
central issue 'Wmnd a two-week national 
train strike, called by ASLEF leaders to pro- 
test against introduction of the new rosters by 
BR at a number of depots. 
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TEL AVIV. July 28 (Agencies) — U.S. 
presidential envoy Philip C. Habib has prom- 
ised Israel that by Friday he will know 
whether the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion will leave Beirut peacefully. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin said Wednesday. 
Habib arrived in Beirut Wednesday. 

Begin told a group of Israeli academics that 
Habib promised to seek "an unequivocal 
commitment" by the PLO to leave, and' 
would give Israel the answer "within two 
days." Begin said Syria. Jordan and Egypt 
had apparently agreed to take in some of the 
PLO commandos trapped in Beirut, clearing 
away one of the major obstacles to a diploma- 
tic solution of the Beirut crisis. 

Habib reportedly was working on a two- 
staged evacuation of the PLO from Lebanon. 
As a first step, according to Israeli reports, 
the commandos would concentrate on the 
Syrian-controlled Bekaa Valley before being 
dispersed to other Arab countries. But 
Begin’ s spokesman Uri Porat said Israel 
would not accept that plan. “What is clear is 
that the commandos must leave Beirut and 
Lebanon. Otherwise, it will all start again." 
he said. 

Begin only hinted at the consequences if 
the PLO refused to leave the Lebanese capi- 
tal. "We are deliberating. We are hesitating. 
First of all we don’t want our soldiers 
injured." he said. 

In Damascus. Syrian President Hafez 
Assad pledged Tuesday to give all necessary 
support to Palestinian. Syrian and Lebanese 
nationalist fighters in West Beirut, a senior 
Palestinian official said. Palestine National 
Council Speaker Khaled Fahoum told Reut- 
ers the president gave the promise at a meet- 
ing with leaders of five major Palestinian 
command groups. 

Fahoum said Lebanon had been the main 
topic of discussion, and he described the 
views of the two sides as identical. The official 
Syrian Arab News Agency said in a brief 
report that the four-hour meeting had 
covered Lebanon and "the general Arab 
stance." 

Meanwhile: Israeli air raids and naval and 
artillery exchanges with Palestinian forces 
resumed in Beirut Wednesday morning after 
a brief pause which begun at dawn. Israeli 
bombers attacked Palestinian positions in 
West and South Beirut for the seventh con- 
secutive day. The planes flew over the city 
several times at low altitude before beginning 
a one-hour air raid that ended out 12:30 
(1030 GMT). 

Areas hit Wednesday were the Sabra. 
Sbatfla and Bir Hassan neighborhoods — 
where the Kuwait Embassy is located — in 
West Beirut and the international airport in 
South Beirut. 

A Lebanese police barracks in central 
West Beirut was hit by shells fired by the 
Israeli navy, leaving four persons injured and 
causing heavy damage, the official Lebanese 
radio said. 

The Israeli navy also pounded the coast 
road along Beinif s seaside residential dis- 
tricts Wednesday, the radio said, destroying 
buildings and causing an unspecified number 
of casualties. Artillery exchanges between 
Israeli and Palestinian forces resumed earlier 
in southern Beirut. 

The shelling resumed after several hours of 
calm following heavy artillery exchanges 
which left more than 350 dead here Tuesday 
and early Wednesday. 

(In Moscow, the official Soviet news 
agency Tass reported that Israeli phosphorus 
shells and fire-bombs exploded in the 
grounds of the Soviet Union’s Lebanese 
embassy overnight as well as near the Soviet 
trade delegation offices in the Lebanese capi- 
tal. 

Mitterrand cancels 
visit to Romania 

PARIS. July 28 (R) — French President 
Francois Mitterrand has called off an official 
visit to Romania in a move widely linked 
Wednesday to the disappearance of a dissi- 
dent Romanian writer in Paris. Foreign 
Trade Minister Michel Jobert told Romanian 
officials in Bucharest Tuesday that Mitter- 
rand would not be making his planned visit in 
September. 

Presidential aides said Wednesday that the 
postponement was due to the president’s 
busy timetable. But ■ diplomats and press 
commentators said Mitterrand apparently 
took the decision to signal his concern over the 
kidnapping of writer Virgil Tanase and over 
other human rights problems. 

Lee pleads not guilty 

SEOUL. July 28 (R) — State prosecutors 
Wednesday urged a court to find a former 
general related to South Korean President 
Chun Doo Hwan guilty of taking bribes and 
scatcncc-him to five years in prison with a fine 
of about $135,000. 

Summing up after a three-week trial 
involving 32 defendants, the prosecutors said 
the scandal was the biggest fraud in the 
Korean history and had shaken the economy. 

Hx-General Lee Kyu-Kwang. 57. an unde 
of the president's wife, pleaded not guilty to 
the charge of accepting bribes totalling about 
SI 35 .000 but admitted receiving twice that 
sum in gifts from a prominent couple on trial 
for masterminding an alleged multi-million 
dollar loan fraud. 


In Tel Aviv, an Israeli spokesman con- 
firmed the raids which he said were targeted 
at Palestinian positions south of Beirut, not- 
ably in the Shatila neighborhood and around 
the sports stadium. Israeli navy and artillery 
also sheDed Palestinian positions around the 
international airport and the Sabra and Hya 
Salam neighborhoods, he said. 

A PLO communique placed Tuesday’s 
casualty toll at 350 dead and 395 wounded in 
Palestinian camps and in West Beirut’s resi- 
dential neighborhoods. 


UNITED NATIONS, July 28 (AP) — 
Egypt and France submitted Wednesday a 
joint resolution to the U.N. Security Council 
calling fox a ceasefire in Lebanon, U.N.- 
monitored disengagement around Beirut and 
a Middle East peace involving Palestinian 
self-determination.

‘Urgent’ messages sent 


BEIRUT, July 28 1 Agencies) — Palestine 
Liberation Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat has sent urgent messages on the crisis 
in West Beirut to King Fahd, and the presi- 
dents of (he Soviet Union, Cuba, and Fiance. 

Wafa, the Palestinian news agency, said (he 
messages to Fahd. Leonid Brezhnev, Fidel 
Castro and Francois Mitterrand stressed the 
civilian loss of life in the six-day long Israeli 
bomb attacks from land, sea and air. Arafat 
said "entire residential sections'* of Beirut 
had been destroyed by the Israelis. 

Meanwhile, a Palestinian leader has said 
the PLO was not begging for U.S. recogni- 
tion. 

“We are not begging a U.S. recognition of 
us vi of cur cause and inalienable rights." 
Yasser Abed-Rabbo, a member of the PLO 
executive committee, told reporters after 
talks with Kuwaiti Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah Al-Ahmed Al-Sabah. He said accep- 
tance of U.N. resolutions on the Palestinian 


problem by Arafat this week was designed 
“to explain to the American . . 'public 

opinion PLO policies which the United States 
deliberately hides from its people." 

The Reagan administration said Monday 
Arafat's move failed to meet U.S. conditions 
for recognition. 

“The PLO will condemn any peace treaty 
between Lebanon and Israel as a "betrayal” 
of the Arab cause and resist it, the head of the 
PLO Political Department was quoted Tues- 
day as saying. 

Farouk Kaddoumi told the evening edition 
of AJ -Jazirah newspaper that Lebanese Pres- 
ident 'Elias Sarkis and his Foreign Minister 
Fuad Butros have "fallen under Israeli occu- 
pation and, therefore, have lost much of their 
legitimacy." 

He said that the PLO would withdraw from 
Lebanon only if" a coalition government rep- 
resenting the majority of the people were 
formed and asked us to leave.” 


Egypt wants U.S. commitment 


CAIRO. July 28 (Agencies) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak was quoted Wed- 
nesday as saying be would consider providing 
a haven in Egypt for some 3.000 Palestinian 
commandos if the United States was firmly 
committed to finding a homeland for the 
Palestinians. 

Paul McQoskey. a member of a U.S. Con- 
gressional delegation, told reporters that 
President Mubarak has told the group that 
"he could not consider taking some 3.000 
Palestinians unless it was clear that the Pales- 
tinian people had a commitment from the 
United States that they would have a home- 
land in the future." 

The five-man delegation, on a Middle East 
tour that has already taken it to Syria. Leba- 
non and Israel, arrived here Tuesday night 
and met Mubarak Wednesday. McCloskey 


did not say whether the figure had been sug- 
gested by the delegation or had come from 
President Mubarak. 

Another delegation member. Nick Rahall. 
quoted Mubarak as telling the group that the 
U.S. must re-evaluate its Middle East policy. 
“It is simply not enough to send the Palesti- 
nians out of West Beirut and disperse them 
among other Arab countries. This would give 
hope to the Soviets in the Middle East." 
Rahali quoted Mubarak as saying. 

Mubarak stressed the need to link the 
evacuation of the Palestinian fighters from 
Beirut to a comprehensive Middle East set- 
tlement. The Egyptian leader was quoted as 
saying the U.S. must address the Palestinian 
problem as a whole and not just the crisis in 
Beirut. He agreed that the PLO must recog- 
nize Israel. 


Jewish leader flays U.S. policy 


BONN. July 28 (R) — Former World Jew- 
ish Congress President Nahum Goldmann 
was quoted Wednesday saying U.S. policy in 
the Middle East was "catastrophic" and that 
Soviet involvement was necessary for a last- 
ing peace. 

Goldmann. 87. said in an interview with 
the Soda! Democratic Party (SPD) news- 
paper Vorvraerts that the U.S. was largely to 
blame for the situation in the area. “I believe 
present American policies are catastrophic." 
he said. “But 1 am nevertheless still hopeful, 
particularly since the departure of Secretary 
of State Haig and the arrival of (George) 
Shultz, who is much more balanced in policies 
toward Arabs and Jews." 

Goldmann said Washington had caused 
chaos in the Middle East panly because of the 


Jewish vote and partly for reasons of foreign 
policy, fears of Soviet influence in the region. 
“That is a totally stupid policy. There can be 
□o lasting peace in the Middle East without 
the Russians. The Russians are strong 
enough to sabotage peace." he said. 

Goldmann. who now lives in Paris, was 
president of the Jewish Congress, which links 
Jewish communities in more than 60 coun- 
tries. from 1949 to 1978. 

Goldmann described Israeli Defense 
Minister Ariel Sharon as "a totally egoistic 
and ambitious general." “He is far more reck- 
less and irresponsible than (Prime Minister 
Menahem) Begin. Unfortunately. Begin is 
now under his influence." he said. He hoped 
Begin’s government would prove only a 
"short and sad episode" in the history of 
Israel. 


Iran lays new condition for peace 


NICOSIA. July 28 (AP) — A top Iranian 
official Wednesday stipulated access to 
occupied Jerusalem through Iraq . as yet 
another condition for ending the 23-month 
old war and warned Iranian troops would 
march to Baghdad to wrest their demands 
from Iraqi President Saddam Hussein. 

"We have- announced what we want." Par- 
liament Speaker Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsan- 
|ani said in an interview with Tehran radio. 
“Wc want an unconditional withdrawal, war 
reparations, trial of the invader which is Iraq 
and those things which have been added to 
previous conditions. I mean repatriaton of 
Iraqi refugees and access to occupied 
Jerusalem.” 

Iran launched operation “Ramadan" July 
13. sending waves of troops across the Iraqi 
border 'with the announced intention of top- 
pling the Baghdad government and of march- 
ing on to liberate Jerusalem from Israel occu- 
pation. 

Iraqi troops repelled the invaders in a 
series of counter-attacks and Iranian troops 
arc now bogged down in a narrow four kms 


strip on parched marshland northeast of Ira- 
q’s strategic port city of Basra. 

Rafsanjani. speaking after a meeting with 
Ayatollah Khomeini, said Iranian troops 
were “in a good position.”. but were holding 
off their advance in order to “give Iraq an 
opportunity to think more.” "If they accept 
our demands it is okay, otherwise we will go 
to get our rights and if (Iraqi President) Sad- 
dam Hussein continues the current state of 
affairs, he would pay more reparations.” 
Jerusalem houses the Ai-Aqsa Mosque. 
Islam's third holiest shrine. Israel annexed 
the Arab sector of Jerualem in the summer of 
1 980. Prime Minister Musavi. speaking at the 
end of an Iranian cabinet session Wednesday, 
said that Palestine was part of the “Islamic 
homeland." according to the state-run radio. 
He added th3t "no person or organization 
may make a gift of it. Any compromise with 
Israel will be tantamount to confronting the 
will of one billion Muslims.” 

Meanwhile. Rafsanjani denied Iran was 
seeking Algerian mediation in the Gulf war 
because, "we do not need mediators.”

Meanwhile, the draft demands that Israeli 
forces around Beirut retreat "to an agreed 
distance" as a first step toward total with-, 
drawal from Lebanon and that Palestinian ' 
fighters withdraw from West Beirut to camps; 
“perferably outside Beirut.. .so putting an; 
end to their military activities." 

The draft asks U.N. Secretary-General/ 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, by agreement witR; 
Lebanon, to station U.N. military observers'- 
in Beirut immediately to supervise ceasefire 
and disengagement. It also asks him to report: 
on prospects for putting U.N. peacekeeping^ 
troops beside the Lebanese interposition 
troops. 

One section calls for Middle East negotia- 
tions, including the PLO that would "reaf- 
firm the right of all states in the region to 
existence and security in accordance with 
Security Council Resolution 242 (1967), 

"affirm the Palestinians' national rights and 
right to self-determination, and require 
mutual and simultaneous recognition bet- 
ween the parties concerned. 

The draft asks Cuellar to make proposals 
to those ends to the Security Council “in con- 
sultation with all the parties concerned, 
including the representatives of the Palesti- 
nian people.’* 

Meanwhile, the U.N. Palestinian Rights 
Committee recommended Tuesday that the 
international conference on the question of 
Palestine be held in Paris in 1 983, either July 
20-31 or Aug. 16-26. The U.N. General 
Assembly decided last Dec. 10 That such a 
conference should be held no later than 1 984. 
The nonaligned coordinating bureau meeting 
in Nicosia, Cyprus, July 15-17 called for it to 
take place in 1983. 

Mrs. Lucille Mair of Jamaica, secretary- 
general of the conference, told the committee 
Tuesday that "achievement of Palestinian 
rights” was "the cemral issue of the Middle 
East crisis" and "tragic events” stemming 
from Israel's invasion of Lebanon showed 
how UTgent it was. 

Cluster bomb 
curb extended 

WASHINGTON. July 28 (R) — President 
Reagan has decided to extend indefinitely a 
week-old suspension on delivery of cluster 
bomb ammunition to Israel, the State 
Department has announced. 

The suspension was imposed last week 
while the administration considered whether 
Israel's use of cluster bombs in Lebanon viol- 
ated a secret U.S.-Israeli agreement govern- 
ing use of American-supplied weapons. State 
Department spokesman Dean Fischer said 
the president's latest action was the result of 
what he called a policy decision and did not 
represent a finding that Israel had violated 
the secret agreement. 

Fischer declined to give details of Reagan's 
latest action, which was described in a letter 
sent to Congress Tuesday. The spokesman 
said the letter was classified because of the 
sensitivity of negotiations on a Lebanon set- 
tlement being beaded by special U.S. envoy 
Philip Habib. The suspension involves 1 .400 
155-millimeter shell, which explode and 
spray hundreds of tiny "bomblets" over a 
wide area. Ouster weapons can be in either 
aerial bomb or artillery shell form.

Prince Saud reaffirmed the Kingdom's sup- 
port to rhe Palestinian cause during the ses- 
sion. He said that the purpose of the meeting 
was to acquaint world public opinion with the 
facts obtained in Lebanon and the calamities 
that country was undergoing at the hands of 
the Zionists, victimizing both the Lebanese 
and Palestinian peoples. 

Prince Saud said the meeting will have 
positive results by the granting of 
humanitarian and material aid to the victims. 
It will also help block some of the atrocities 
.the enemy plans to keep carrying out. 

Bahrain Information Minister and Chair- 
man of the Arab group Tariq Al-Moayyad, 
who presided over the one-day executive 


committee meeting, told Arab News that the 
foreign minister wished them every success in 
their gigantic task and reaffirmed’ ihe King- 
dom's support for the cause. 

Moayyad said during the meeting it was 
recommended to speed up the mechanism for 
effectively using gifts from Arab societies. He 
also expressed the hope that the organiza- 
tions and societies will respond to this prop- 
osal and speed up the supply of aid to enable 
the faster implementations of relief opera- 
tions. 

He said the International Committee for 
Red Cross (TCRC) will continue efforts to 
alliviate the suffering of Lebanese and Pales- 
tinian people and in their internationally 
acceptable position, will bring pressure on 
Israel to obtain better treatment for both war 
prisoners and civilians. 

Internationa] Federation of Red Cross and 
Red Crescent Society President Enrique De 
La Mala, who was here to attend the meeting, 
told Arab News “we are working in close 
cooperation with 1CRC. Our activities are 
concentrated in the field of medical assis- 
tance and social services for Palestinian and 
Lebanese people." 

"Today we have reached an agreement to 
send daily reports about the activities and to 
have anoiher meeting not later than Aug. 20 
to review the situation added De La Mata. 

He said this coordination of activity and 
efforts will help in better use of monetary' 
resources and better assistance to war vic- 
tims. 

“Personally 1 am very much afraid of the 
present situation in the conflict, but in my 
capacity as president. 1 want to do all I can to 
try to find best routes to peace. We must 
make appeals and request them to rely on 
dialogue and against conflict," he added. 

“In a situation like this it is important to try 
to solve questions on humanitarian grounds, 
rather than on political ones. De La Mata 
added. "Wc must use all moral authority in 
favor of peace, appealing for governments to 
go through dialogue to solve the problem."

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JEDDAH, July 28 (CNAJ — A new five- 
year Si no- Saudi agricultural cooperation 
agreement was signed Wednesday to expand 
current cooperative projects between the two 
countries. 

The agreement, the second five-year pact, 
was signed by Saudi Agriculture and Water 
Minister Dr. Abdul Rahman Al-Sheikh and 
Chinese Ambassador Hsueh Yu-chi at the 
minister's office in Riyadh. Witnessing the 
ceremony were Deputy minister Muhammad 
Ali Makki and other officials. 

Under the agreement beginning this year, 
the Saudi government will appropriate SR70 
million over the five-year period to finance 
various cooperative projects. The sum is 
threc-and-a-ha!f times as much as the 
amount provided for in the first agreement 
beginning in 1 977. 

Chinese experts, according to the agree- 
ment. will continue to provide consultancy to 
agricultural projects hete. train Saudi Ara- 
bians working in agriculture, introduce small 
farming equipment to the Kingdom, and 
introduce and propagate new economically 
feasible crops with special emphasis on 
extension work, including teaching local far- 
mers to use new fanning techniques and to 
grow new. high-yield varieties. 

Agriculture is the vanguard of Sino-Saudi 
economic and technical cooperation which 
goes back to the mid- 1 960s when the Chinese 
government sent several experts here to help 
improve rice production. The cooperation 
was first expanded in 1971 and further 
expanded in 1977 when the first five-year 
agreement * began. 

In rhe past five years. Chinese experts 
working in Hofuf. Qassim and Abha. have

developed and introduced to local fanners 
many new varieties of rice, wheat vegetable, 
fruits, and melons. Tire most notable 
achievement was the development of Has- 
sawi No. I rice variety, a hybrid between a 
local red rice variety and a dwarf, high-yield 
variety from China which 'has enabled local 
farmers to increase their production of red 
rice from two tons per hectare to an average 
of five tons.

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RIYADH. July 28 (SPA) — A. total of SR3 
billion has been disbursed in loans to Saudi- 
foreign joint industrial ventures by the Saudi 
Industrial Development Fund (SIDF) up to 
the end of the 1980-81 fiscal year. 

According to the SIDF annual report 
Wednesday, the number of the joint ventures 
reached 1 90 with foreign ownership of paid 
up capital averaging 21 percent. SIDF is the 
main channel of public finance for private 
manufacturing, .cold storage and electricity 
projects. Established in 1974, the fund pro- 
vides interest-free loam for the construction, 
expansion and modernization of private 
industries. 

Reviewing SIDF achievements during the 
past six years, the annual report pointed out 
that the fund played a prominent role in pro- 
viding administrative, technical and market- - 
ing support needed for the success of the 
projects it finances. To guarantee implemen- 
tation and operation, of- the projects, SIDF 
pursues a follow-up system through which it 
reviews financial statements regularly, in 
addition to technical check-up of buildings 
and equipment. 

This follow-up system also provides for 
scrutinizing operational efficiency and evalu- 
ation of administrative potentials. SIDF is in 
constant contact and coordination with 
authorities in charge of. industrial develop- 
ment in the country, the report stressed. 

Dealing with cold storage projects, the 
report revealed that SIDF approved SR 156 
million in loans for. establishing 35 projects 
during the year 1980-81. The fund was 
entrusted to manage a program for financing 
cold storage projects in 1979 by the Finance 
and Nations] Economy Ministry. At that 
time, the program was allocated SR200 mil- 
lion. 

SIDF has committed itself to finance 46 


cold stores in various parts of the Kingdom. 

Of the SRI 56 million, loans approved, 
SR54 million was actually disbursed by the 
end of the 1980-81 fiscal year which saw 
eight of the projects go on stream. 

Meanwhile, 10 loans were approved dur- 
ing the same year for industries involved in 
building materials. The 10 projects featured 
the use of advanced technology and laigge 
capital. Their production ranges ubm red 
bricks, pipes, ceramic tiles and fiberglass. By 
the end of the fiscal year, sales revenues 
within the industry increased by an annual 
marg in of 65 percent. 

The report said there are 30 red brick 
manufacturing factories in the Kingdom at 
present Their overall annual production 
reached 900,000 tons. Five similar industries 
are under construction, while another two are 
in the planning stage, the report added. 

SIDF is more dosely linked to the pipe 
industry. By the end of 1 980-8 ! , there were 
17 pipe factories in the country. The fund also 
has a prominent role in developing the 
cement industry in Saudi Arabia. Ldhns 
granted by SIDF to the six cement factories 
amount to SR2 billion. The fund's active par- 
ticipation boosted the total cement produc- 
tion to four million tons by the end of tbe 
fiscal year 1980-81. Saudi Arabian cement 
production is expected to reach 10 million 
tons per ann um shortly, the annual report 
said, when the plants operate at full capacity. 

In the commodities sector, where demand 
for loans is on the rise. SIDF provided SR268 
million in loans during the 1980-81 year. 
That brought total SIDF loans to consumer 
industries to SR2.£57 billion. The annual 
report said 28 new projects went on stream 
during the year as a result of SEDFs financing 
especially in min eral water, dairy products, 
meat packaging, pasta, light meals, jmper 
products, furniture and pLastic products.

The accident occurred near the town of 
Jenin, which was occupied by Israel from the 
Jordanians during the 1 967 Mideasi war. The 
spokesman gave no further details. 


DOHA. Qatar. July 28 (Agencies) — The 
Somali foreign minister has been quoted as 
saying that his country, which is receiving 
arms from the United States will require 
more weapons “so long as the Soviets and 
Ethiopians harbor territorial claims against 
Somalia.” , 

Abdlrahman Jama Barre arrived in Doha 
Monday. He told two Qatari newspapers. 
AJ-Jbgwfrand the GulfTimes, that Ethiopia's 
attacks against Somalia are part of what he 
called a Soviet plan to control Arab and 
Islamic resources. 

. Ethiopia which has been involved in long- 
standing border disputes with Somalia, has 


denied any involvement in the recent fight- 
ing. claiming the attacks had been carried out 
by dissident Somalis. 

Barre called for more Arab support for 
Somalia, which belongs to the Arab League. 

Meanwhile in Washington, the Defense 
Department said Tuesday, the United States 
has completed an airlift of military equip- 
ment to Somalia. “We have airlifted some 
military equipment to Somalia.” spokesman. 
Henry Cano said. . 

Some defense officials have indicated that 
the shipments, sent in what were described as 
a few planes, included air defense weapons 
and radar. 


Sudan, Ethiopia view Horn dispute 


KHARTOUM. July 28 (AP) - Sudan's 
Vice President Omar Muhammad A! Tayeb 
met with top Ethiopian officials Wednesday 
on bilateral relations and Ethiopia's border 
conflict with Somalia, the official - news 
agency reported. 

Jn a dispatch from the Ethiopian capital 
Addis Ababa, the agency quoted A1 Tayeb as 
saying disputes in the Horn of Africa might 
invite superpower conflict in the area. 

Somalia receives military and economic aid 
from the United States and Ethiopia receives 
support from Moscow. There recently has 


been friction between the two countries aris- 
ing From alleged Sudanese support for guer- 
rillas in Ethiopia's northern province of 
Eritrea. 

AJ-Tayeb departed foi Addis Ababa on 
Tuesday, carrying a message for Ethiopian 
leader Mengistu Haile Mariam from Presi- 
dent Jaafar Numeiri. 

Al-Tayeb is expected to be in Addis Ababa 
for three days. He is meeting with Fikri Selas- 
sie, secretary-general of the Ethiopian Pro- 
visional Military Administrative Council, the 
country's ruling body. 


Turkey raps U.S. decision on Cyprus 


ANKARA. July 28 (R) — Turkey has 
attacked a United States Congress resolution 
on Cyprus, saying it was one-sided and would 
make a settlement for the divided island more 
difficult. A foreign ministry statement Tues- 
day said of the resolution passed by the U.S. 
House of Representatives on July 22: “The 
facts of the Cyprus problem were totally 
ignored and the views of only one side were 
adopted.” 

The U.S. resolution demanded withdrawal 
of Turkish troops from northern Cyprus and 
called on President Reagan to appoint a spe- 
cial envoy to help negotiate a settlement bet- 
ween the Greek Cypriot majority and the 
Turkish minority. 

“It will yield no other object than making a 
solution of the Cyprus problem more dif- 
ficult,” the Turkish statement said, warning: 
“It is wrong to think that only Turkey would 
suffer from a deterioration of U.S.-Turkish 
cooperation.” 

Turkish troops have occupied the north- 
ern. Turkish sector of Cyprus since 1974 


when they were sent in after strife between 
the island's two communities. Turkey says its 
troops are needed there to protect Turkish 
Cypriots from attacks by the Greek majority. 
The U.S. imposed a four-year arms embargo 
on Turkey following the invasion. 

The Turkish statement said congressmen 
seemed to have forgotten the problems raised 
by the embargo in relations between 
Washington and Turkey, its ally on NATO's 
southeastern flank. 

In Nicosia. Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash told reporters the House of Rep- 
resentatives resolution was negative and 
harmful to the intercommunal talks.

Israel ‘benefit 
from Gulf war’ 

PEKING. July 28 (AP) — An official 
Chinese newspaper said Tuesday the 
Iran- Iraq war has “weakened the Islamic 
countries' precious unity to face their 
common foe — the Israeli expansionists." 

*In these warring months, the Zionists 
have successively taken steps to annex the 
West Bank of the Jordan River and Syria's 
Golan Heights. They are now besieging 
Beirut and threatening a genorida! mas- 
sacre of the Palestinian people." ihc China 
Daily said. 

The English-language paper, a sister of 
the Communist Party newspaper Peo - 
pit t sDmfy. said the United States and the 
Soviet Union also are taking advantage of 
the war to intensify their rivalry in the 
Middle East. “With each professing 
neutrality, they are reaping third-party' 
profits through arms sales, either direct or 
via intermediaries.” it added. “Their 
sophisticated weaponry is being tested 
with Muslim lives and blood, to mention 
just one instance.” 

The paper said all problems among 
Third World countries can be solved at the 
negotiating table and through mediation 
of other ncnaligned Islamic countries. It 
said peace and cooperation in the Middle 
East are needed to “hold the Israeli 
expansionists in check” and keep “hege- 
monism” out of the region. 

•’Peace and coordination among the 
OPEC (Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries) countries are 
needed to prevent manipulation by the 
transnational corporations and to work 
for the common benefit of the Third 
World.” the China Daily said.

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To find compromise solution 

OAU session again delayed 


TRIPOLI, July 28 (R) - A meeting of 
African foreign ministers was postponed 
Wednesday for the third consecutive day as 
officials tried to find a compromise solution 
to a dispute over the Western Sahara. 

Botswana Foreign Minister Archie Mogwe 
said the fate of the session, and that of a full 
summit of the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU) due to open here next week, 
depended on the Polisario Front agreeing not 
to attend the heads of state meeting. He told 
reporters a suggested compromise was that 
the Polisario’s self-proclaimed Saharan Arab 
Democratic Republic (SADR) “might with- 
draw voluntarily and temporarily” from the 
summit. 

Mogwe was chairman of the last OAU 
ministerial session in Addis Ababa in Febru- 


ary. when the SADR's admission as th£ 
OAU’s 51st member led to a walkout by 19 
states. He said the compromise formula was 
being sent to all member states, and added: 
“The SADR is awaiting a reply from its gov- 
ernment. We are still very hopeful that the 
compromise will be accepted, and that the 
summit will be held.” 

Mogwe said that if the Polisario agreed not 
to attend the summit, its delegates would-be 
allowed to participate in the foreign rainfsr 
ters' meetings. He said the ministerial session 
was still one short of the required two-thirds 
quorum of 34 states, and confirmed that it 
would not begin Wednesday. 

Asked if there was any propsect of the 
summit being held if the compromise failed. 
Mogwe replied: "Can you see another one?" 


Brezhnev, Mubarak exchange notes 


CAIRO. July 28 (AP) — The presidents of 
Egypt and the Soviet Union have exchanged 
messages on the 30th anniversary of the 1 952 
revolution that toppled King Farouk. the 
official Middle East News Agency reported 
Wednesday. 

Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev hailed 
the revolution for paving the way for 
"national integrity and Egypt's indepen- 
dence.” Responding. Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak thanked Brezhnev and 
expressed hope for the success and happiness 
of the Soviet people.

Relations between Egypt and the Soviet 
Union began to deteriorate in 1973 when 
then President Anwar Sadat expelled about 
1 7.000 Soviet advisers. 

Last September, the relations suffered a 
further setback when Sadat ordered the 
expulsion of the Soviet ambassador and sev- 
eral diplomats, accusing them of fomenting 
religious strife in Egypt.

Injured Soviet fencer, Smirnov, passes away 


ROME. July 28 (R) — Soviet fencer Vla- 
dimir Smirnov who suffered an accidental 
sword blow in the head during the World 
Fencing Championships in Rome nine days 
ago died in hospital Wednesday. 

Smirnov, 28. had been in a coma since the 
incident and never regained consciousness. 
The Russian, who was the Olympic foil 
champion, was hurt during a bout against 
Matthias Behr of West Germany. Behr's foil 
snapped and part of the blade went through 
Smirnov's mask into his head causing 
irreversible brain damage. 

The Gemelli Clinic where he died said that 
his body would be placed at the disposal of 
judicial authorities who are inquiring into the 
incident. 

Smirnov 
won the individual World Championship last 
year. He had already been eliminated in the

Some national 
federations are already testing more flebble 
steel alloys and tougher protective clothing. 

A Rome magistrate has opened a routine 
inquiry into the incident, taking statements 
from several officials and athletes before the 
championships ended last Saturday. The 
Soviet Union gained four gold medals and 
won the Nations' Cup during the 10-day 
tournament. 

Meanwhile, the accident has revived con- 
troversy over’ the safety of modem equip- 
ment in this fast-growing sport. 

Athletes and officials were shocked by the 
first serious accident for more than 30 years 
and insisted that none of the severe safety 
rules had been broken. Some experts say the 
time has come to introduce transparent 
masks made of bullet-proof plastic. Others 
are calling for research into different alloys 
which would make the foils stronger and 
more flexible. 

Ever since duelling with swords was out- 
lawed and entered the competitive sports 
arena, regulatory bodies have tried to 


improve the safety of the world's most eleg- 
ant form of hand-to-hand combat. 

Edoardo Mangiarocti. general secretary of 
the International Fencing Federation, said 
there was nothing in the foreseeable future 
tfiat could be done to tighten safety standards 
on electrical and combat equipment laid 
down by its international commission. Most 
foil fencers have by now' abandoned the old- 
style grip weapon and prefer one moulded to 
the shape of the hand. 

Given the advances in physique and athle- 
tic preparation. "The danger becomes acute 
when two muscular giants like Smirnov and 
Beht face each other.” Mangiarotti was 
quoted by the Gazzetta Delta sport newspaper 
as saying.

material. while retaining the obligatory re?- 
inforced plates under the combatant's jacket 

The most vulnerable parts of a fencer’s' 
body are the groin, armpit hands and — 
unless the mask is fixed to prevent it from 
riding up in the heat of the fray — the neck. ' 

Most accident in fencing involves the foil.. 
It is a square-shaped narrow blade with a 
spring-loaded tip which gives an electrical 
signal on contact. However. Italian fencing 
officials said the dangers should not be 
exaggerated and noted that millions of com- 
bats took place every year without mishap. 

Some federations have tried an experimen- 
tal mask of reinforced plastic which allows 
spectators to see the combatant's face. But 
the masktended to steam up and interfere 
with breathing.

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U.S. COMMITMENT NEEDED 

President Hosni Mubarak of Egypt has agreed to provide a 
haven for a few thousand Palestinians if this act is accom- 
panied by a firm American commitment to help in finding a 
just solution of the Palestinian problem. By this, he means a 
homeland of their own on Palestinian soil. 

Mubarak, whose country has signed a separate peace treaty 
with Israel in the hope of triggering a chain reaction in the 
region in favor of peace and stability, wants to pin down the 
American government to a word of honor regarding the future 
of the Palestinians. He is right in considering the U.S. fully 
responsible for the prolongation of the Middle East question 
as it was primarily accountable for the creation of Israel on 
Arab land and its military superiority at the expense of the 
American people. 

Mubarak and other Arab leaders who have found them- 
selves too weak to challenge Israel on the battleground have 
been warning of the dire consequences of a Palestinian mas- 
sacre in Beirut if Israel opts for the military solution. Already, 
with scores of thousands dead and many more injured, there 
will be thousands of embittered Palestinians who will vow to 
take revenge as long as they live against Israel, the U.S. and 
some Arab states which could have helped more seriously but 
didn’t. ' 

Admittedly, President Reagan is too hostile to the Arabs in 
general and the Palestinians in particular to be really the 
leader who can work for a lasting but just solution of the 
Middle East question which means getting Israel out of the 
occupied territories and helping the Palestinians establish 
their own state. 

However, the pressure of American public opinion and the 
growing disgust with Israeli policies and brutalities may com- 
bine to compel a historic American initiative in this direction.

Q. Is the Israeli tail wagging the American dog? 

A. Oh. hell. yes. It has for a long time. But 1 see ’ 
signs of the wagging slowing down. Begin' s actions 
have been very, very bad. The fact that he won his 
last vore of confidence (in the Israeli Knesset) by 
only one vote indicates that Israel is not 100 percent

behind him. What be can’t understand is that 
America promised to help Israel if Israel was 
attacked. We didn't promise to help Israel if it was 
going to attack other countries; and. as far as I’m 
concerned.

We should have a sense of helping Israel develop, 
with a recognition that we know that there are 
certain borders to the north, the east and the south 
that it has a right to maintain, but not a right to go 
killing women and children and babies for no 
reason at all. That doesn't sit well with any Ameri- 
can that I know. 

1 think, looking further into the Middle East, that 
Iran's military strength was much greater than wc 
ever dreamed it to be. 

Now, 1 was pretty close to the Shah, pretty close 
to the military system. I used to visit him regularly. 
He had a force organized that was as good, man for 
man. as you find. And when he left the anny and 
the air force sort of went to pot. as far as we could 
see. Evidently. Khomeini's been able to put some 
troops together; because I know, and it’s known, 
that he has 40.000 troops that can be flown into 
Lebanon tomorrow, to fight Israel. Iraq would also 
help Lebanon. 

Wc have reason to believe that the Russians have 


either mounted or are ready to mount an airborne 
attack — not bombing, but troop-carrying — to 
help Lebanon. 

Q. When you say to help Lebanon, do you mean to 
help Syria in Lebanon? 

A. I mean to help the PLO out of the trouble 
they’re in. in Lebanon. So I say the Middle East 
right now. unless Begin changes his spots, is a 
potential source of world war. They’ haven’t got any 
other Arab countries aroused yet; but when Iran 
gets into this thing, if it does, then I think you are 
going to see extreme activity. 

Q. Has Moscow warned that it would use toe 
airlift for these troops if we puta small Marine force 
into Beirut? 

A. They haven't warned, but intelligence tells us 
that something is going on. 

Q. Were we meant to learn this? Is it part of a 
signal? 

A. I would call it a signal; but I think that was 
carried, somewhat, in Brezhnev's promise to 
Reagan that, if we sent tbe Marines in, watch out! I 
don't think we ought to send one American, if there 
is going to be a war over there, unless it gets down to 
the point of virtually threatening our oil. 1 don't 
want the United States to get involved. I doubtif we 
could stay out of it; but that’s no place to fight a war. 

Q. If yon were president, what pressures would 
you use to get rid of Begin and get Israel to see sense? 

A. I would just stop sending any supplies and any 
equipment, and let them know it — “We’re 
through r And any supplies en route, pulTem back! 

I know it would raise hell among the Jewish people 
of America. Hell. I'm half-Jewish myself, but 
there’s a limit. My country’s America, not Israel: 
that's my attitude. 

(Goldwater recommended that Washington put 
its problems with Europe and Peking on the back 
burner, and continue to aid Taiwan. He said China's 
only value to the United States was its capacity to 
“harass" the Soviet Union.) 

Q. So you see the principal threat to world peace . 
as being in toe Gulf? 

A. Well, the Gulf and the Indian Ocean, the 
Malacca Strait Nava] thinking has always talked of 
the theory of the straits. He who controls the straits 
controls toe world. And the only major strait the 
Soviet Union doesn’t control is the Malacca Strait. 
They control the Baltic; they certainly control the 
Mediterranean, there's no question of that; they 
control Suez; they would control Panama; whar's 
left is the Malacca Strait, which is the only way our 
Pacific allies have to get oil. fast. 

Q. Do you think Iran win bring about tbe over- 
throw of the Iraqi government and replace it with a 
fundamentalist Muslim regime? 

A. It looks that way. although when the war 
started I thought H might last two weeks and I 
thought Iraq would beat the Iranians. I don't know 
how that guy Khomeini did it; he pulled it out of tbe 
hat. The aircraft he had left were not enough to do 
anybody damage. The manpower he assembled, the 
tanks he was able to use. the artillery he’s put 
together are a little bit unbelievable. You have to 
remember these people are basically Persians, 
although they don't like to be called Persians, and 
throughout the history of the world they have been 
very, very good soldiers, whether they’ re religiously 
driven or motivated by love of country. They’re a 
definite threat. 

Q. Do you see the whole Arab-Israeli equation, the 

Palestine problem, as helping to create this pan- 
Islamic anti- Westernism? 

A. Each Arab state is different. They have a 
fundamentalistically-based religion, with the 
dominant factor in it now coming from a small . 
minority. Less than ten percent of Muslims belong 
to the ayatollah's thinking. They have it in Egypt. 
every 1 Arab country has thaL not necessarily radical, 
thinking. I think it’s going to be a big factor in the 
histoiy of the Gulf.

Q. What do you think toe solution of the Palestine 
problem should be, and what should the U.S. be 
doing? 

A. Well, l have advocated for years that we 
should at least talk to the Palestinians. Talk with 
them! 1 doubt whether anything will come of- it 
immediately. But the least you can do it talk. If s 
better than fighting. And maybe there's some way 
we could be helpful. And F m glad to see the sugges- 
tions now coming from some of the Arab leaders, to 
the United States — that we should sit down and 
talk with these people. Maybe there's something we 
can do. 

Q. What do you see as a solution? A West Bank- 
Gaza state? 

A. I have no. idea whether we could effect an 
agreement. It would take a rather big agreement 
with some country that would say. well, there's a 
piece of real estate you could live with. I don't know 
if that would satisfy them. I don’t know if that will 
ever make them peaceful, but at least we can try. 

Q. You’re toe father of conservative Republican- 
ism. Ronald Reagan worked in your 1964 presiden- 
tial campaign. You’re toe Republican who’s been in 
the Senate longest. Are you satisfied tHa* you are 
consulted sufficiently by* the White House these 
days? 

A. Oh. I* m not talked to unless I want to be talked 
to. The only times the White House calls me is when 
they want something, or if I have asked to see them. 
I can have an audience with the president any time I 
want to; and I'm not particularly unhappy that they 
don’t keep tapping my brains. I have enough prob- 
lems up here (on Capitol Hill), with all the commit- 
tees. But I don’t like all the advice that the presi- 
dent's getting. After all, he's a conservative. When I 
first knew Ronlald. he wasn’t a conservative. I like 
to think his coming on my team was a determining 
factor in his becoming a conservative. I think he’s a 
good president. 

But I think he has some people around him who 
don’t understand whaf s going on. Not necessarily 
the people he’s appointed, but the carryovers from 
(President) Carter and (President) Johnson. The 
State Department is full of people who are radically 
different from the thinking in the white House: 
those people should be cleared out completely/ 

Qj You mean, replace them with political 
nominees? 

A. Not necessarily, political. I'd find the best 
minds in the country to go in there. You'D find many 
people on the desks there, now. who'don't speak the 
languages of the countries represented by the desk. 
Tbe foreign service officers “dub" is the strongest 
union Tve ever run into. They do what they want to 
do. 1 know that all the time the president is a stand- 
ing up-and idling me — looking me in the eye and 


saying — “I will never double-cross Taiwan." that 
while he’s speaking, somebody in the State

Security blunders 
numb British

LONDON (LOS) — The public euphoria 
that followed Britain’s victory in the Falk- 
lands has been punctured by a series of events 
cruelly wounding to the national psyche. 

One after another, things on which the 
British pride themselves — the decorum of 
the royal household, the •■straightness” of the 
police, the efficiency of the Secret Service — 
have been exposed as falling far short of their 
popular image. 

The slaughter of nine soldiers and the 
wounding of SO military and civilians by IRA 
bombs in central London has added a final 
touch of bitterness to the process. 

When a popular newspaper discovered 
recently that an intruder had entered Buck’ 
ingham Palace and sat 10 minutes talking to 
the queen in bed, it looked like another “silly 
season” story, when the press is short of 
news. What followed was more shattering. 

It was not only tbe total inefficiency of 
palace security that was exposed, but the 
muddle and antiquity of the whole royal 
household, in which high-sounding func- 
tionaries — Lord Chamberlain, master of the 
household, master of horse — were found to 
be only nominally, or partially, responsible 
for vital security measures. 

Sacrificially, three relatively .junior 
policemen were suspended or transferred to 
other duties, while the headofthe Metropoli- 
tan Police, Sir David McNee (who was 
directly responsible) remained in office. 

Then came another bombshell. Tbe 
queen's personal police officer, Michael 
Trestrafi, confessed to his superiors that he 
had for years had an illegal relationship with 
another man, and resigned. 

Tbe double irony of tbe fact that such a 
liaison can still be regarded as “blackmail- 
able' 1 in Britain has not been lost on a minor- 
ity of the British public and media. What 
happened is that a highly efficient officer, 
much liked by the queen herself, has been 
sacrificed in the hunt for scapegoats. Trestrail 
was responsible for the queen's safety only ' 
outside the palace. 

The Secret Service “scandal” broke while 
the palace break-in was still filling every 
newspaper; and it came out in a peculiarly 
British way. Government sources started tip- 
ping correspondents that there had been a 
security breach at the country's main elec- 
tronic intelligence gathering center, mislead- 
ingly called General Communications Head- 
quarters, at Cheltenham — and that it was the 
most serious intelligence failure since the

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1960s.“Philby scandal”. 

The disclosure followed the arrest and 
charging under tbe Official Secrets Act of a 
former linguist at the center. 

What is now feared is that over some 13 
years the Russians have been told of progress 
- in communications interception and code- 
breaking at GCHQ, which regularly 
. exchanges its intelligence “products^ with 
the U.S. National Security Agency. 

If Cheltenham has been penetrated to the 
serious extent that government sources 
themselves suggest, so too then has the NS A 
— with grave consequences for Britain's cre- 
dibility as a security intelligence partner 
under the 1947 U.K.-U.S. intelligence pact. 

Adding to the embarrassment of Mrs. 
Thatcher's government is tbe fact that the 
security breach was uncovered not by the 
Security Service (MI5) but as a result of 
routine police inquiries. 

But if the British provincial police were on 
tbe alert in the spy case, the image of their 
metropolitan colleagues has also been hurt by 
the jaOing of two London police officers for 
“selling” bail to criminals. 

The men, who received three and two years 
respectively, were prosecuted as the result of 
“Operation Countryman” — an inquiry by a 
police team from outside London into allega- 
tions of widespread police corruption in Lon- 
don. 

The .“Countryman” team has 'let it be 
known that tbe two officers sentenced were 
only “tbe tip of an iceberg” — and that there 
is a section of the police known as “the firm 
within the firm” that has not merely been 
selling bail but also helping criminals in a 
whole series of big robberies. 

One senior officer is even accused of pro- 
viding tbe criminals with police uniforms. 

A wider investigation is now to be under- 
taken by Scotland Yard (the Metropolitan 
Police headquarters) amid growing public 
cynicism about the efficacy of any inquiry in 
which tbe London police force “investigates 
itself” 

The shock and bitterness provoked by tbe 
recent bomb outrages may deflect attention 
from the other .scandals and momentarily 
cause the police and public to close ranks 
against terrorism. 

But it will not repair the sudden break in 
national self-confidence, nor lessen the cam- 
paign being waged by tbe right of the Conser- 
vative Party against the progressive and 
humane home secretary, William Whitelaw, 
in whose unhappy fiefdom all these security 
lapses have occurred.

Reasan within reach of buzzer

WASHINGTON (LOS) — The White 
House is confident it has none of the security 
flaws that allowed a man to sneak into Buck- 
ingham Palace and buttonhole the queen in 
her bedroom. 

An intruder bent on getting into the 
Reagans' bedroom would be arrested or shot 
dead long before he got anywhere near the 
family quarters on the upper floors of the 
main mansion, it is said. 

Six years ago this month a black taxi driver 
named Chester Plummer was shot dead by a 
uniformed member of the Secret Service 
about 50 ft inside the 8 ft iron fence that 
surrounds the White House. He was said to 
have been carrying a piece of piping which 
the security agent thought might have been a 
gun. 

The White House stands in 18 acres of 
grounds, which are protected by electronic 
beams and sensors which detect ground vib- 
rations. The grounds are constantly patrolled 
by the Secret Service, which has responsibil- 
ity for presidential security. Around the 
White House there is a prohibited zone in the 
air. monitored by radar, and any errant air- 
craft or helicopter runs the risk of being shot 
down. 

Despite the fact that the executive mansion 
doubles as a home and office for the presi- 
dent. and that therefore hundreds of people 
pass in and out daily, and that well over one 
million visitors pour through the public 
rooms each year, the White House is 


H6nse is a 

regarded as a haven of safety for the first 
family. 

Since the attempt on Reagan's life last 
year, the president’s advisers have kept him 
at home as much as possible. When he does 
travel, whenever practical it is by helicopter 
direct from the White House south lawn. 
Plainclothes and uniformed Secret Service 
men guard the family’s private quarters, and 
no one at the White House can conceive of an 
intruder getting anywhere near the Reagans. 

For security reasons there are no official 
figures on the number of Secret Service peo- 
ple who work full time at the White House, 
but one estimate put the number at 70. 

Within the mansion itself and the west wing 
office complex, there are more than 20 per- 
manently manned guard posts — one. for 
example, at every stairway and lift entrance. 
To get near the Reagans an intruder would 
have to get past several of these. 

When he is outside his private rooms, the 
president is guarded by at least four and scru- 
tinies as many as 12 agents: and even official 
visitors who do not have a permanent pass 
(with a few exceptions such as congressmen) 
have to pass through a metal detector before 
seeing tbe president. Within his private 
rooms. Reagan is always within reach of a 
buzzer that would summon immediate help. 

There is no shortage of people who would 
like to get to the president in the hope that he 
might be able to do something for them, and 
over the years there have been pathetic 
stories of people who have jumped the fence 
to try to put their problems before him.

A tiny age-old black nation of 35.000 Bush* 
men. with possible Chinese origins and; 
speaking an African dick language, is practi- 
cally unaware of the independence struggle 
swirling over their land — Namibia. 

The Bushmen are divided into 14 different 
tribes inhabiting the mountain-gin Namib 
Desen. and cave paintings and carvings dat- 
ing back 5.000 years — perfectly preserved 
by the dry heat of this region — attest to their;

Some of their symbols resemble those of, 
the Inca Civilization in Peru.

The Bushman "minister" in the Namibiaji

.pf royal descept, His.interpreter is Francois, 
son of an Afrikaner farmer who is a graduate 
of Stellenbosch University. He grew ujp 
amongst the Buslfifcen and is perfectly fluent 
in their language. j 

Francois is an invaluable go-between m 
introducing the Bushmen to modem civiliza- 
tion. and he and Kashe are both perfectly 
aware that what they are doing could be a 
matter of life and death to the ^ushmen. J 
The minister personally came'into contact 
with Western customs when he attended the 
1SJ75 Tumhalle conference in Windhoek 
where all Namibian peoples met to discuss 
their future. For this reason he belongs to two 
worlds — his own Bushman society and mod- 
em society. Francois explained: “He has 
become what was expected of him. But he has 
lost his way. He wants to prevent that hap- 
pening to other Bushmen." 

The minister held a meeting under the 
giant baobab tree attended by men. women 
and children who listened carefully as he 
explained certain development plans. Others 
joined in and all were heard out without 
interruptions — The Bushman is a great 
believer in dialogue. ;

Cubans invite tourists 
to enjoy medical care

HAVANA. (R) — The Cuban govern- 
ment is inviting ailing foreigners to enjoy the 
country's tourist attractions while receiving 
the best medical care available on the Carib- 
bean island. 

Tourist authorities offer visitors everything 
from skin grafts and eye operations to radia- 
tion treatment and plastic surgery. "Come to 
Cuba and improve your health while enjoy- 
ing our benign climate and pure environ- 
ment.” says a brochure distributed by the 
Cuban Tourist Bureau. Cubatu. 

While medical care is free for Cuban citi- 
zens. the medical plan for foreigners is strictly 
a commercial venture. According to^ the 
brochure, “the Cira Garcia Central Clinic 
will coordinate medical attention for foreig- 
ners through a network that is considered 
among the most advanced in Latin America." 
Many foreign diplomats who have received 
treatment say the best of Cuba’s medical care 
is excellent by international standards. 

During a visit to Cuba last August. Halfdan 
Mailer, the director-genera! of the World • 
Health Organization, praised Cuba s medical 
services and the progress it has made in public 
health. 

The visiting patient can check into a hotel 
in Havana or choose to stay at the beach 


resorts of nearby Santa Maria del Mar or 
Varadero. some 145 kms away. 

The brochure publishes a list of package 
plan prices for operations. Plastic surgery 
on the nose costs $778. An operation for con- 
tracts. $653. A complete hysterectomy, 
including seven days in hospital, costs S g $3. 
Arterial grafts, with 20 days in hospital, art- 
listed at S3 .363. 

The patient can have all his teeth extracted 
for S25 and a set of false teeth put in for S 1 50. 
Consultation with a university medical school 
professor costs $40 and ambulance service 
within Havana is $10 a trip. 

Cuban President Fidel Castro said last 
December that medical services could 
become “an important sphere of the Cuban 
economy.” The government says the purpose 
of rheTneUIcal plan for foreigners is t«> grain 
hard currency for an economy that has been 
suffering from a dramatic drop in crude sugar 
prices nn the world market. 

A medical sources said: "We have no idea 
how much money will be earned through 
medical treatment for foreigners, but every 
little bit helps.’" 

A tourist industry source said the biggest 
prospective markets for Cuban medical ser- 
vices w ere Canada. Mexico and Spain, which 
send the largest numbers of tourists to Cuba.

Asians urged to sustain growth rate 


500-year-old body of Inca boy 
in near perfect preservation 


MANILA (Depthnews) — Asian coun- 
tries will have to restructure their economic 
policies to sustain or achieve high rates of 
industrial growth. Such changes will not only 
promote rapid economic growth but will cre- 
ate work opportunities for the millions of 
Asians who enter the labor market annually. 

According to a recent Asian Development 
Bank (ADB) study, protectionism, inflation 
and increased energy costs demand that 
■Asian countries must change their economic 
policies to reflect a more efficient u?e of their 
resources. 

For many Asian countries, their hig'n- 
growth rates in the last ten years have been 
due to rapid industrialization. Industrial 
growth rates in the !VTOs averaged 8.1 per- 
cent in many Asian countries. 

The newly industrialized countries of 
South Korea. Taiwan. Hong Kong and Sing- 
apore. however, had growth rates often 
exceeding 10 percent annually. These rates 
contributed to the virtual elimination ot 
unemployment and led to a more equitable 
distribution of w ealth in the newly industrial- 
ized countries. 

What is more significant is that these indus- 
trial growth rates were achieved at probably 
one of the worst decades for the world 
economy. Oil-importing Asian countries like 
the Philippines and Thailand were burdened 
with huge balance of payments deficits due to 
oil price increases, inflation and decrease in 
foreign aid. 

Asia's economic steadfastness, however, 
cannot hold on indefinitely. Unless their 
economic policies are changed and their 
industries restructured. ADB economists 
predict that they would be incapable of sus- 
taining their high industrial growth rates. 

For the more advanced Asian countries, 
they would have to switch to more sophisti- 
cated human capital-intensive products. 
Countries such as Singapore. Taiwan and 
Japan will also have to explore new markets. 

For the poor Asian countries saddled w ith

they would have to shift toward labor- 
intensive production. They would also need 
to reduce the earlier emphasis placed on 
ambitious capital-intensive industries. 

In all these changes, says the ADB. 
emphasis should be placed on the maximum 
use of all indigenous factors of production, 
especially capital and labor. 

To achieve these changes. Asian govern- 
ments must dismantle restrictive trade and 
in - , esiment regulations.” Such policy changes 
can. however, cause frictions during the 
transition period, which may discourage the 
adoprion of the needed policies." says the 
ADB study. 

The dismantling of restrictive trade and 
investment polieies is especially true for the 
so-called middle income countries like the 
Philippines. Thailand. Malaysia and 
Indonesia. These policy reforms will require 
the elimination of subsidies and price sup- 
pons; moreover, tariff reforms will have to be 
implemented. 

Such changes are. however, expected to be 
met with stiff opposition. The opposition is 
partly based on the expectation that a combi- 
nation of trade liberalization and higher 
interest rates will merely bankrupt existing 
firms and lead to rising unemployment. 

While it is true that current economic 
policies have contributed to increased indus- 
trial output in these countries, they have 
achieved little with respect to creating more 
work. Industries established under these 
policies tend to be capital-intensive and they 
only have a few linkages with the rest of the 
economy. 

These policies have also given rise to an 
imbalance between rural and urban 
development. In the Philippines and Thai- 
land. for example, majority of the industries 
are located in cities and large towns. Most of 
these industries tend to be large, unlike in 
South Korea and Japan where small-and 
medium-scale industries are scattered

throughout the countrysides. 

For Asia's low-income countries, particu- 
larly in the subcontinent like Pakistan and 
Bangladesh. ADB economists say that they 
must reduce their reliance on public enter- 
prises for their country’s industrial develop- 
ment. 

Customs procedures must be streamlined 
to reduce waste and the output of factories 
must be broadened to include other con- 
sumer products. 

These policies have resulted in substan- 
dard production. Factories often operate at 
only 40 percent of their capacity, resulting in 
huge losses for the government. 

However, most South Asian governments 
continue to prefer direct controls, believing 
that reliance on market forces and the price 
mechanism is inconsistent with their invest- 
ment priorities and social objectives. 

" Experience has shown that direct controls 
are difficult to enforce and tend to prolifer- 
ate." says the ADB. “In their stifling effects 
on initiative and enterprise, they may not 
only hold back growth but also tend in many 
way’s to defeat the very social objectives they 
are designed to further.” 

The less developed countries of Asia could 
very well take a few pointers from the newly 
industrialized countries. These countries like 
Singapore. Taiwan and South Korea are 
characterized by the lack of natural resources 
and a scarcity of land. 

But part of their success in achieving rapid 
industrialization is due to non -industrial fac- 
tors as land reform. Korea and Taiwan car- 
ried out major land reform programs before 
entering rapid development. 

An outstanding feature of their rapid 
industrialization is that government policies 
have not been discriminatory. Incentives did 
not discriminate against export production, 
prices followed world rates and agriculture. 
In fact in Korea and Taiwan, such policies 
were even biased in favor of agriculture.

Taiwan. Hong Kong and South Korea will 
continue to & export oriented, says ADB 
economists. But their policies must be 
reviewed whether they should focus invest- 
ment on the production of such capital and 
research-intensive goods like heavy machin- 
ery and automobiles. 

* Their large and well-trained labor force 
may instead give them the competitiveness 
needed for such skill-intensive products like 
electronics, ship-building and household 
appliances. 

As Asia's newly industrialized countries 
move toward the production of more skill- 
intensive goods, they may be able to compete 
successfully with other countries in establish- 
ing new markets for their products. Other 
established industrialized countries, the 
ADB says, will eventually lose their cost 
advantages due to rising wages. 

In turn, the newly industrialized countries 
will lose their advantage in the production of 
goods which require unskilled labor. This sec- 
tor can then be filled by the South Asian 
countries and the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations. 

But to ensure this, developing Asian coun- 
tries must continue to dismantle their protec- 
tionist policies and support more export- 
oriented industries. This way an international 
division of labor will create better trade and 
more economic opportunities for Asia. 

Air bag easily lifts 
sick cows to feet

LONDON (LPS) — Recumbent cows, 
unable to stand afteT milk fever, difficult calv- 
ing or other ailments, can be raised easily and 
painlessly with a compact pneumatic system 
developed in Britain. 

The Bovi-jak 10 consists of a tough inflat- 
able bag with the top shaped tQ conform to 
the cow's underside, including the udder. The 
bag is supported on four slide-in legs, which a 
firm X- form at ion tubular base, and is inflated 
either by an a.c. mains-operated rapid 
inflator or a 12- V model which can be run off 
a tractor or car battery. 

After the base tubes have been fitted and 
the deflated bag laid out, the animal is rolled 
onto it by two men. As ibe bag is inflated, it 
gradually lifts the cow. The operator can 
steady the cow or maneuver her with his 
shoulder if necessary. Once she is up, a 
quick-release harness set supports heron her 
feet so that treatment can be given. 

When blood circulation been regained by 
manipulation, the cow is normally left in a 
supported raised position for up to 30 
minutes. Subsequent lift may be needed in 
severe cases. The bag can be partly deflated 
at any time to check the animal's ability to 
support herself.

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — Ant- 
hropologist Patrick Home spent the day 
recently shampooing dust and lice from the 
head of one of Chile's great treasures: the 
500-year-old body of an Inca boy frozen 
and nearly perfectly preserved. It was dis- 
covered 28 years ago in the Andes. 

The shampoo is pan of the Toronto Uni- 
versity scientist s plan to study and preserve 
the mummy, a project underwritten by the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization (UNESCO). 

“Hair can go quickly if fungus sets in. We 
treated h with disinfectant," the 38-year- 
old Canadian scientist slid in a recent inter- 
view. 

The mummy excites scientists because of 
its unique, lifelike preservation. Unlike 
Egyptian mummies, it is not dehydrated. 

*' He looks like you could blow on him and 
he would awaken,” Home said. 

Treasure hunters discovered the Inca 
Indian boy Feb. 1, 1954, in an icy grave at 
the 17,S20-foot (5,430-meter) level of 
Cerro Plomo, a snowy peak 43 kms east of 
Santiago. 

The mummy was brought down by a mile 
and sold to eager representatives of Chile's 
Museum of Natural History, where it was 
displayed in a freezer until recently. 

Horne and Chilean anthropologist Grete 
Mostny, who edited a book on the mummy 
in 1 957, believe the boy was 8 or 9 when he 
died. They believed he was drugged and put 
into the grave alive, probably a sacrifice to 
the Sun. 

The boy was frozen in a sitting position, 
bis arms pulled tightly around bis chest, his 
feet tuck&d beneath him and bis fingers 
curled into an alpaca poncho. His head 
inclines over bis left shoulder and his long 
hair is woven into about 200 tuny braids. 

There is no sign of injury and the face has 
a peaceful expression, Home said. Horne 
believes the boy was walked 1,200 miles 
(1,930 kms) south from the Lake Titicaca 
area of what now is Bolivia and Peru for the 
sacrifice. He said artifacts found with the 
boy were typical of that area. 

The child was buried with three tiny bags 
containing baby teeth, clippings from his 
hair and fingernails. He also had a seven- 
inch (18 cm) leather bag containing coca 
leaves, the sources of cocaine, which was 
covered with red and white feathers. The 
coca still has a pungent-odor. 

Other artifacts include a headband 
adorned with condor feathers, gold lama 
statue, a silver bracelet and a balf-moan- 
sfaaped silver pendant. 

The grave was less than three feet (90 cm) 
deep but was sealed with a flat rock which 
was in turn covered with several feet of 
alternating earth and stones, according to 
Professor Mostny's book, The Cerro Plomo 


Mummy. 

Why the boy was brought to Cerro 
Plomo is a mystery. The mountain is near 
the southern frontier of the Inca empire, 
where the Incas' penetration further south 
was halted by Araucanian Indians. 

Horne, whose speciality is paleopathol- 
ogy — the study of disease in ancient mar — 
said the boy probably ingested coca ... 
alcohol or both before he was put in the 
ground. 

A biopsy of the liver, to be laken with a 
neddle inserted between the ribs, is planned 
and should tell which. "I’d like to open a 
small, triangular window in the back to take 
some additional samples but !'m afraid of 
introducing contaminants," Horne added 
“Til leave that for someone to do in the r.ext 
50 years." 

The body cavity has never been opened. 
Other scientists have done external studies. 
Roundworm eggs were found in the boy s 
feces during a study described in Professor 
Mostny’s book. 

Horne said he planned to culture the liver 
tissue in a variety of media to see what 
might grow, but doubted any organisms 
would be alive. "Not after 500 years." he 
said. “There is no way the DNA and amino 
acids would be in a fine enough state o? 
preservation." 

Horne said he is hopeful his month-long 
study of the mummy will prove that viruses 
existed in the Americans before the Spanish 
conquest. The first Spanish expedition to 
the Lake Titicaca area is believed to base 
been that of Pedro de Valdivia in 1 541 . 

He also found two warts on the boy's 
fingers. Warts are caused by viruses. "The 
wans are very exciting. We’ve always sur- 
mised there were viruses here before Co!- 
umbus but we’ve never been able to prove 
it," he said- 

The scientist also has taken samples from 
among eight skin lesions that appear to have 
been caused by something akin to impetigo, 
a bacteria-caused skin disease. 

Though the mummy is about five cen- 
turies old, Horne said the rime elapsed is 
insufficient for there to have been 3n> 
noticeable evolutionary changes. “If the ksd 
were walking down the street tody you 
wouldn't recognize anything out of the 
ordinary.” he said. 

Horne said the mummy was obese, 
perhaps because sacrificial victims were 
well fed. “To be chosen for sacrifice wss a 
great honor," he added. “The parents were 
delighted. I'm not sure about the children 
The horror of it is that he must have walked 
down through the Atacama Desert — an 
incredible trek for an S-or y-year-old A 
cruel fate.’* 

Horne said the mummies preservation 
was due to low temperatures, and hek of 
humidity, oxygen and light. . 
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Reagan sees human rights progress 

U.S. continues to back Salvador

WASHINGTON. July 28 (Agencies) — 
The Reagan administration Tuesday certified 
that the Salvadoran government is making 
progress on human rights and economic 
reforms and deserves continued U.S. backing 
in its civil War against leftist guerrillas, a 
State Department official said. 

The official, who asked not to be identified, 
said the certification was approved by Secret- 
ary of State George Shultz and was to be sent 
later to Congress, which has mandated the 
twice ^annual finding as a requirement for 
U.S. aid. 

Shultz approved the document under a 
delegation of authority from President 
Ronald Reagan, who had personally signed 


the first Salvadoran certification last January. 

Even before Shultz's decision, the certifi- 
cation was under fire from critics of the 
administration's policies in El Salvador. 

Sen. Christopher Dodd. Demncrat- 
Connecticut, author of the certification 
requirement, said be saw no way the 
administrauon could honestly find progress 
in human rights and in the Salvadoran situa- 
tion. “ It' s going to force the administration to 
come up and awfully awkward." Dodd said. 
"There have been just blatant examples of 
human rights abuses." 

_ .The State Department official said the cer- 
tification is "a mixed review, but there are 
solid indications of progress." 


Zhao promises supp ort 

Nepal king tours China 


PEKING, July 28 (AP) — Chinese Pre- 
mier Zhao Ziyang, welcoming King Birendra 
of Nepal to China T uesday, said talks now are 
very useful because "peace in Asia and the 
world is faced with a grave threat," the offi- 
cial Xinhua news agency reported. 

At a banquet in Lanzhou, capital of north- 
west China's Gansu Province, Zhao said, “- 
while old problems remain unsolved, new 
crises keep cropping up. The independence, 
sovereignty and territorial integrity of a 
number of countries have been subjected to 
encroachment and interference," Xinhua 
reported. 

Zhao went to Lanzhou to meet the king 6n 
his sixth visit to China. From Gansu, the king 
is to go on to tour Tibet, which borders on 
Nepal. Xinhua said Zhao praised Nepal's 
"valuable contributions to upholding the 


-principles of the nonaligned movement, 
strengthening unity among the Third World 
countries and promoting cooperation in the 
South Asian region." 

He also promised that China will “firmly 
support the just struggle of Nepal to 
safeguard national independence and 
develop the national economy and the king's 
proposal on declaring Nepal a peace zone.” 

Xinhua said rbe king told the banquet, 
v We welcome China's positive contributions 
in the international arena in general, and par- 
ticularly your support for the cause of the 
developing countries. We applaud the bold 
endeavors of the Chinese leadership in direct- 
ing the. nation on its new path of moderniza- 
tion so as to totrild a new China befitting a 
great civilization."

Specifically. Congress requires the presi- 
dent to find that the Salvadoran government: 

"Is making a concerted and significant 
effort to comply with internationally recog- 
nized human rights. 

“Is achieving substantia] control over all 
elements of its own armed forces so as to 
bring to an end the indiscriminate torture and 
murder of Salvadoran citizens by these 
forces. 

"Is making continued progress in imple- 
menting essential economic and political 
reforms, including the land reforms program. 

“Is committed to the holding of free elec- 
tions at an early date and to that end has 
demonstrated its good faith efforts to resume 
discussions with aU major political factions in 
El Salvador which have declared their wil- 
lingness to find and implement an equitable 
political solution to the conflict.” 

If the president cannot certify on all four 
points. U.S. aid to the Central American 
country must be cut off. The United States is 
providing $81 million in military aid to El 
Salvador this year. 

On Monday. State Department officials 
alleged that the Salvadoran national police 
had tortured a volunteer for the Green Cross, 
a medical relief agency, in May- But the offi- 
cials said that overall, the Salvadoran gov- 
ernment had achieved progress on human 
rights. 

In a message accompanying the certifica- 
tion report. Secretary Shultz admitted that 
Washington was still concerned over the 
human rights situation and the course of the 
(land) reform program in El Salvador." 
“Nevertheless, there have been tangible signs 
of progress.... And we believe a firm basis has 
been established for further progress." he 
said. 

The report congratulated El Salvador for 
what it called the first free elections in half a 
century, for the arrest of corrupt soldiers, and 
for the distribution of property deeds to 
1 1 .000 peasant farmers. 

It also said there had been a decrease in the 
□umber of political murders in El Salvador, 
where tens of Thousands of people have been 
killed by leftist guerrillas, government troops 
and rightist death squads. 

Tuesday. El Salvador's government turned 
some 1 0.000 peasants into joint landowners 
in a formal ceremony, clearly timed for max- 
imum effect in the United States. 

In Tuesday's ceremony, presided over by 
President Alvaro Magana, the heads of 12 
peasant cooperatives with a total membership 
of some 10"000 received titles of ownership 
of estates expropriated under the first phase 
of the land reform program.

Ex-minister charged in Uganda

KAMPALA, July 28 (R) — Former 
Ugandan Minister Balaki Kirya and another 
Ugandan, Jhn Michael Ogwang, appeared in 
a magistrate's court here Tuesday charged 
with treason. 

The official Radio Uganda said the charge 
alleged that between December 1980 and 
July 1 982, they contrived and plotted to over- 
throw the elected government of Uganda. 
They were remanded in custody until Aug. 
10. They will be committed to the high court 
for trial when police have completed inves- 
tigations, the radio said. 

The court was heavily guarded by armed 
police when the two men made their brief 
appearance. Kirya had been living for the last 
five years in Nairobi, where his wife said she 
was shocked by the news that he was in 
Uganda. She had not seen him since he was 
taken from their Nairobi home Saturday by 


two men claiming to be plainclothes Kenya 
police. 

Relatives in Nairobi said Kirya had not 
appeared in court there on an extradition 
application from Uganda, and they believed 
he must have been kidnapped and taken 
across the border against his will. 

Treason in Uganda carries a sentence of 
death by hanging. The period specified in the 
charge dates from when President Milton 
Obore took office after the December 1 980 
elections. The charge alleges that Kirya and 
Ogwang were involved in the activities of the 
underground guerrilla groups which have 
been operating to overthrow President 
Obote on the ground that he came to power 
because bis Uganda People's Congress 
(UPC) manipulated the results of the elec- 
tions. 


Cuba getting advanced MiG fighters 


WASHINGTON. July 28 (R) — The 
Soviet Union is supplying Cuba with 
advanced ‘B‘ models of its MiG-23 fighter 
which are likely to bring the total of MiG-23 
planes on the island to about 40. U.S. defense 
officials have said. 

Defense Department spokesman Henry 
Cano said only a few MiG-23B fighters had 
been delivered so far. Other officials said in 
all Cuba would probably get 1 2 or 15 planes, 
which are considered basically defensive 
weapons. 

They expected the JMiGs would be armed 
with Apex missiles, which have a greater 


range than the Atoll missiles the Soviet 
Union has been supplying to Cuba. Catto said 
the shipments would upgrade the Cuban Air 
Force, which already includes some older 
models of the MiG-23. But he noted that the 
MiG-23B. developed about 1 0 years ago. is 
not the most modem Soviet fighter plane. 
The MiG-23Bs would replace MiG- 15s and 
MiG-1 7s. he added. 

Cano said there was no sign that Cuba 
planned to ship the older MiG- 15s and MiG- 
17s to Nicaragua. The United States has 
accused Cuba of supplying arms to 
Nicaragua.

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U . S . to renew Soviet grain deal sees OPEC Dollar’s march unabated 


WASHINGTON. July 28 t AP» — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan has decided to keep 
U.S. grain trading channels open t*> the 
Soviet Union but has not determined what 
form this will take, congressional sources 
have said. 

The sources, who asked that lhe> not be 
identified. said a tentative decision had been 
reached at the cabinet level on a one-year 
extension of the current grain agreement, 
which expires Sept. 30. The primary unresol- 
\ ed question. they said, is whether to increase 
the agreements purchase requirement. 

Republican members of the House 
Agriculture Committee, w ho earlier had lob- 
bied Reagan at a White House meeting for 3 
multi-year extension or an increase in pur- 
chase requirement, met Tuesday with 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger to 
make a last-minute appeal. 

Farm-state lawmakers emerged from rhe 
meeting with Weinberger saying they were 
encouraged by what they heard. "I think we 
will have a mechanism by which we will be 
able to sell large amounts of grain to the 


Soviet Union.” said one of them. Rep. Bill 
Emerson. 

Emerson said Weinberger asked the group 
that the subject of halting or limiting grain 
sales is “a sub ice that didn't even get discus- 
sed” in cabinet meetings. 

Reagan was expected to announce a deci- 
sion on Monday, said a White House official 
who asked not to be identified. 

Other congressional sources said several 
options remain under consideration. One 
would involve extending the current agree- 
ment for a year or more, perhaps at increased 
lev els for com or wheat or both, and perhaps 
allowing the Soviets to substitute com- 
modities like com gluten for com. 

Emerson said another possibility would be 
to eliminate all minimum and maximum pur- 
chase requirements and to substitute gov- 
ernment guarantees for contracts between 
rhe Soviets and U.S. grain companies. 

Reagan suspended talks with the Soviets 
on a new long-term grain agreement last 
December after the military crackdown in 
Poland. The agreement, in effect since 1 976. 


calls for the Soviets to buy a minimum of six 
million metric tons of U.S. wheat and com 
annually, and allows maximum purchases of 
eight million tons. More can be bought if the 
United States agrees. 

This year the Soviets have bought 14 mil- 
lion tons nut of 23 million tons allowed. The 
Agriculture Department has predicted they 
will need 46 million tons in the coming year 
because of poor harvests. 

The State Department has advised against 
resuming the talks without some concession 
from the Soviets bloc and farm-belt Con- 
gressmen say suspending the talks does little 
to harm the Soviets but seriously jeopardizes 
one of the largest grain export market of U .S. 
farmers. 

Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Larry Speaks said Tuesday the president had 
made “no Final decision” on the issue and was 
awaiting additional reports from advisers 
before he makes up his mind. “I am denying 
that a final decision has been made." Speakes 
told reporters. **lt's hard for me to tell which 
way he’s leaning.”

WASHINGTON. July 2$ (R) - Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Paul Yolcker said 
the Fed would tolerate money supply grow th 
outside its target range if strong demand for 
monev as a form of savings persisted. 

Volcker told the Senate Budget Commit- 
tee the ratio of monetary aggregates to gross 
national product, known as velocity, has 
dropped considerably during the current 
recession. 

He said that during typical recovery, veloc- 
ity picks up. If this is the case this time, the 
FED's 2.5 percent to 5.5 percent growth 
target range for M-l will be acceptable, he 
said. 

Referring to the economy. Volcker said the 
Fed agrees with the Congressional Budget 
Office forecast for the economy, which is 
more pessimistic than the administration's 
forecast.

BRUSSELS. July 2S (R) — The European 
Economic Community has set up a high level 
working group to formulate the detailed 
grounds in international law for its objections 
to a U.S. ban on technology and equipment 
for the planned Soviet gas pipeline to West- 
ern Europe. 

Diplomatic sources said the findings of the 
group, comprising senior national officials, 
would be submitted to the U.S. administra- 
tion before the Aug. 21 deadline for the 
adoption in Washington of regulations 
implementing the ban. They said this was 
intended to put pressure on the LLS. 
administration to change its decision. Mean- 
while. following France derision to defy the 
Ll.S. embargo against the trans- European gas 
pipeline, the West German government gave 
official backing to the French move and said 
"The atmosphere between the Europeans 
and Americans is becoming increasingly 
tense. From now on a growing trade row bet- 
ween the community and Washington can no 
longer be ruled out.” 

Sources dose to the economic ministry said 


that West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt is "trying to limit the damage" by 
acting as a kind of mediator between 
Washington and the European Community. 
It is noted Schmidt would like to avoid a 
serious clash of interests which could 
threaten West German interests. 

Meanwhile. Italy's state energy corpora- 
tion Eni has come out against any attempt to 
block progress on building the pipeline to 
carry Soviet gas to the West. 

In a letter to Prime Minister Giovanni 
S^adolini reported in the press Wednesday 
the state-appointed commissioner running 
Eni warned that Italy would suffer if pipeline 
deals were canceled.

JAKARTA. July 28 (AFP) — The 
expected increase in the world demand for oil 
this year should lead to an increase in produc- 
tion of the Organization of Oil Exporting 
Countries (OPEC), Indonesian Minister of 
Mines and Energy Subroto has said here. 

After a meeting with President Suharto to 
report the outcome of a recent OPEC meet- 
ing in Vienna. Dr. Subroto told newsmen the 
projected rise in demand was based on the 
assumption that industrial countries had in 
the past few months been releasing some 2 
million barrels daily from stockpile. 

There is also the additional factor of 
expanding energy requirements in advanced 
countries during the winter season, the minis- 
ter added. He noted that, excluding Com- 
munist countries, would demand for oil in the 
second and third quarters of this year was 
estimated at 43 million barrels daily, com- 
pared with total production of 41.2 million 
bpd. including 17.5 million bpd by OPEC, 
giving a shortfall of a little under 2 million 
bpd. 

World Bank lends 
Cameroon $120m 

WASHINGTON. July 28 (AFP) — The 
World Bank has just given Cameroon $120 
million in development loans, authoritative 
sources said here at the end of the second day 
of an official visit by Cameroonian President 
Ahmadou Ahidjo. 

The loans were to finance construction of a 
highway between Douala and the capital 
Y aounde as well as a project to develop rub- 
ber and palm oil. 

Ahidjo had a series of talks Tuesday with 
U.S. Agriculture Secretary John Block. 
Commerce Secretary Malcolm Baldridge. 
World Bank President A. W. Clausen and 
members of the U.S. Congress' Foreign 
Affairs Committee. 

The talks centered on development of 
commercial relations between Cameroon 
and the United States. 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan, after meet- 
ing Monday with Ahidjo. said the United 
States was pleased to see Comeroon opening 
its doors to U.S. businessmen.

Glut sends global oil firms profits crashing 


NEWYORK. July 28 (API— The falter- 
ing world economy, oil glut and strong dol- 
lar were blamed again Tuesday as four more 
major oil companies reported lower profits. 

Mobil Corp.. the second-largest United 
States oil company, reported a 56 percent 
decline in second-quarter earnings com- 
pared to the same period a year ago. and 
No. 6 Gulf Oil Co- showed a 32 percent 
drop. 

; ShelU^iLCflwJhe No. 8 U.S. oil conceij. . , 
posted an 8 percent decline, and No. 9 Phil- - 
lips Petroleum Co. had a 39 percent drop. 
Earnings at No. J I Tenneco Inc. were' up” 
just slightly. 

Other large international oil companies, 
including industry leader Exxon Corp. and 
Texaco Inc., reported earlier their profits 
plunged in the three months that ended 
June 30. Smaller oil concerns showed mixed 
results. 

"They are poor results.” said Alvin 
Silber. an analyst who follows the oil indus- 
try for Dean Witter Reynolds Organization 
Inc. 

" It is the combination of cost increases, 
the recession, the strength of the dollar and 
, the wav thev come together that has led into 


this period of declining earnings that 
reached its first anniversary at the end of the 
second quarter.” he said. 

Analysts say it will be the end of the year 
before oil company profits begin to 
improve, assuming the U.S. economy 
improves, stimulating demand for oil pro- 
ducts. and the oil glut works itself off. allow- 
ing energy product prices to rise. 

Mobil said quarterly earnings tumbled to 
$3 1 0 million or 74 cents a share, from $700 
million or 11.65 dollars a share. Revenue 
fell 5 percent to $15.8 billion-from $16.6 
billion. 

For the first half. Mobil's profit fell 53 
percent to S636 million or SI .50 a share, 
from $1 .34 billion or $3. 1 5 a share, in 1 98 1 . 
Revenues fell 4 percent to $32.2 billion 
from $33.7 billion. 

Gulf said second-quarter earnings fell to 
$210 million or SI .1 5 a share, from $31 1 
million or $1 .59 a share. Revenues rose 3 
percent to $7.43 billion from $7.21 billion. 

For the first half. Gulfs profit dropped 22 
percent to $477 million or $2.59 a share, 
from $614 million or $3.1 4 a share, in 1981. 
Revenues fell I percent to $14.96 billion 
from $15.09 billion. 


Shell, also blaming lower crude oil prices, 
said earnings for the second quarter fell 8 
percent to 380 million dollars, or $1 .23 per 
share, from $410 million or $1 .33 a share, 
during the 1981 second quarter. Revenues 
also slopped 8 percent, to $5.1 billion from 
$5.55 billion. 

For the first six months of the year. Shell 
said profit fell 6 percent to $724 million or 
$2.35 a share, from $771 million or $2.50 a 
share. Revenues dropped 9 percent to 
$9.95 billion from $10.97 billion. 

In another development Petrobras. the 
Brazilian oil monopoly reckoned here to be 
the world’s largest petroleum purchaser, 
had fust half after-tax profits of S391 mil- 
lion a report published Tuesday said. 

First half after-tax profits for 1 981 were 
$378 million and for the year as a whole 
they were $864 million- 

Gross billings during the first half of this 
year were $9 billion, an increase of 92 per- 
cent in local currency over the same period 
a year earlier. Inflation during the year end- 
ing in June was 97 percent. Petrobras 
imported an average of 787.000 barrels of 
petroleum a day last year, spending a total 
of SI 0.8 billion. >

JEDDAH. July 28 — The U.S. dollar 
continued to make steady progress on the 
European exchanges Wednesday after a 
strong closing in New York the night 
before. Eurodollar deposit rates remained 
firm and notched up gains of between Vs to 
3/1 6 percent, in the medium to long tenors. 

The money-markets were once again talk- 
ing of a large increase in the U.S. weekly 
money supply figures this coming Friday, 
but most dealers were cautious about put- 
ting any precise figure on such a rise after 
the “disappointing” money supply figures 
of the past few weeks. The money markets 
were heartened, however, by the fact that 
no other major U.S. commercial bank had 
cut its prime lending rate to 1 5 Vz percent 
with the majority still being at the 16 per- 
cent levels. The sharp drop in the Federal 
Reserve's “Fed fund” prime lending rate, 
however, to 11 V* percent levels has caused 
uncertanity in a market already confused 
about mixed signals coming from the U.S. 
economy on whether a recovery has or has 
not started. 

The firming of Eurodollar deposit rates 
on Wednesday was one symptom of this* 
confusion, but it is still too early to say 
whether Eurodollar deposit rates have bot- 
tomed out. The one-month tenor was 
quoted at 12 3/16 - 12 5/16 percent on 
opening, later to 12 7/16 percent, while in 
the longer tenors the one-year rate was 
quoted at 1 4 V 2 - 14% percent levels, indi- 
cating a strong positive yield curve com- 
pared with the almost fiat yield curve seen 
for the dollar some weeks ago. 

In the bullion marker, gold prices fell 
back slightly to trade at $344 levels Wed- 
nesday compared with S3 53 Tuesday, but 
dealers were still moderately happy to see 
gold prices remain over the $340 levels 
after having watched prices faD to nearly

U.S. bid on GATT opposed 


GENEVA, July 28 (R) — U.S. efforts to 
include services such as banking, insurance 
and shipping in the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) are being totally 
opposed by several countries, preparatory 
documents for a GATT meeting of trade 
ministers in November show. 

Other countries oppose U.S. efforts to 
have GATT study the limits countries put on 
foreign investment, the documents obtained 
by Reuters show. 

GATT members have agreed the summit 
should take up the issue of trade in agricul- 
tural products, the draff statement for the 
ministerial meeting shows, but ideas on the 
topic range from small changes in the present 
system to a complete freeze on all existing 
and new food export subsidies. 

Although the draft is not the final docu- 
ment for the summit, an introduction by the 
preparatory committee said it already con- 
tained “a relatively comprehensive outline of 
the issues and. possible solutions which will 
-form the basis- of the_ negotiations.*' *.:!'• 

Since early this year, U.S. special trade 
representative William Brock has been push- 
ing to have the meeting tackle matters 
beyond GATTs traditional issues such as 
tariff reductions and trade in manufactured 
goods. 

Before U.S. audiences, he has emphasized 
the value of world trade in services to the U.S. 
economy. But trade sources here, especially 
those from the Third World, said other 
GATT members are less enthusiastic about 
Brock's proposals because the U.S. is clearly 
far stronger than most other countries in the 


services area. 

The Nordic countries and Japan seerr, :o ! 
favor Brock's proposals and Britain is snow-, 
ing interest but other industrialized countries' 
and most Third World states oppose them 
because they would open theii seivice sector) :

The bidding: 


Opening lead — jack of clubs. 

The elimination play is 
declarer's best bet in many 
situations, but resourceful 
defenders can sometimes find 
suitable countermeasures. 

For example, consider this 
deal where West leads a club 
against four hearts. Declarer 
sees that he must lose two 
spades, come what may. so 
the outcome rests entirely on 
limiting himself to one dia- 
mond loser. 

Since it is obviously better to 
force the defenders to lead 
diamonds than to initiate the 


suit himself, South eriibarks 
on an elimination play that 
will leave the defense no real 
choice but to lead the suit. 

After winning the jack of 
clubs and drawing two rounds 
of trumps, South cashes his re- 
maining clubs before exiting 
with a spade. East takes his A- 
K and, in order to avoid 
yielding a ruff and discard, he 
returns a diamond. 

If he makes the mistake of 
leading the ace. South comes 
home free. loot's therefore 
assume East returns a low 
diamond. Declarer puts on the 
jack and now it is West who 
must make the right play to 
beat the contract. 

If West covers with the 
queen, South can make the 
contract by winning with the 
king and returning a low dia- 
mond towards his ten. His only 
losers in that case would be 
two spades and a diamond. 

However, West should 
realize that covering the jack 
of diamonds with the queen 
may hand declarer the con- 
tract. West must assume that 
East has the ace, as the con- 
tract is otherwise unbeatable. 
Once West makes this 
assumption, he should duck 
the jack. 

This play finishes South. He 
must lose two diamond tricks 
and go down one. The elimina- 
tion play fails against correct 
defense.

PARIS. July 2$ iR) — The government 
Wednesday banned a semi-clandestine 
right-wing movement with a reputation for 
violence, active on the fringe of French poli- 
tics since it was set up in 1 959 to support the 
late President Charles de Gaulle. 

A statement issued after the weekly 
cabinet meeting said the government had 
decided to order the dissolution of the Ser- 
vice if Action Civique (SAC) because its 
actions were based on violence and practices 
close to gangsterism. This had been con- 
firmed by numerous judicial proceedings 
involving SAC members, the statement said. 

Wednesday's decision follows a report last 
month by a parliamentary commission set up 
by the Socialist government to investigate the 
activities of the Gauilist group, popularly 
known as "the parallel police." 

The commission, which ran up against a 
wall of silence from many witnesses, collected 
evidence testifying to the SAC s links with 
the security services, the police, and organ- 
ized crime. The SAC has been able to escape 
implication in numerous police investigations 
because 10 to 15 percent of its members are 
police officers, the commission said. 

The commission also found in its 340-page 
report that the SAC had activated a well- 
prepared plan to go fully underground in the 
event of a left-wing victory in last year's pres- 
idential and parliamentary elections. 

The enquiry, set up soon after President 
Francois Mitterrand and his Socialist gov- 
ernment took office, said the SAC rep- 
resented a danger to democratic society and 
suggested that it be dissolved; Under a 1 936 
law. the government can ban organizations it 
deems a threat to society. 

The SAC. said by its national leader Pierre 
Debizet to have 10.000 active members, last 
hit the headlines a year ago after the massacre 
of a police inspector and five, members of his 
family near Marseilles. 

The dead inspector. Jacques. Massie. was a 
former regional head of the SAC and police 
said he left a mass of notes and letters linking 
political figures and police officers with crim- 
inal activities. Several members of the SAC 
are aw airing trial in connection with the mur- 
ders. 

Debizet himself w as charged with complic- 
ity in the affair soon after the murders, in 
what Gauilist leaders depicted as an attempt 
by the new administration to tarnish their 
party's image. The origins of the organization 
date back to secret service set up by Gen. De 
Gaulle when he established his Free French 
government in London in World War II. 

Debizet and other members of De Gaulle’s 
wartime inner circle founded the Service 
d’ Action Civique to support the general after 
he returned to power in France in 1 958. 

The movement acquired the colors of an 
extra-legal security force in the early 1 960s 
when it recruited old resistance fighters and 
underworld Figures and waged a war against 
the OAS secret army trying to combat Presi- 
dent De Gaulle’s Algerian policy. 

In later years the organization was offi- 
cially given the role of defending Gauilist 
leaders and helping run campaign meetings, 
although its name frequently surfaced in con- 
nection with political and financial scandals. 

Paris denies 
aiding Argentina 

PARIS, July 2H l R) — Fiance denied that 
ils technicians had helped to fix Exocet mis- 
siles to Argentine planes during the Falkland 
Islands conflict and said none of its techni- 
cians had performed any work in Argentina 
after it imposed an arms embargo on April 7. 

A joint communique from the French 
ministries of Defense and External Relations 
said an investigation had been completed into 
allegations by the London Sunday Times 
newspaper that French technicians had 
helped fit Exocet missiles to French-supplied 
Super Etendard fighter-bombers during the 
conflict. The communique said no arms had 
been supplied nor technical assistance given 
after the French government declared the 
embargo. "No deliveries of materials were 
effected after that date. The embargo also 
covered technical assistance," the communi- 
que said. 

It added that a French team had been 
wurking under the terms of the arms contract 
before hostilities, mainly to set up firing cir- 
cuits for missile systems. Work on the missile 
systems stopped on April 7 and no techni- 
cians specializing in hxocct missiles were in 
Arceminu after that date, it said. 

The Super Etendard is built by France’s 
state-owned Dassault company, and the 
hvucei mbsilc by Aerospatiale. The Sunday 
Times •■aid the nine-man team of technicians 
was mainly from Dassault. 

Dassault issued a statement I uesday say- 
ing that its technicians had remained in the 
Hue nos Aires region during the fighting and 
had not given any technical assistance after 
the embargo. 


Intellectual imperialism decried 

UNESCO speaker blasts American arrogance 


MEXICO Cm. July 2S tAP) — 
France's minisier of culture issued a blister- 
ing 3tiack on the multinational communica- 
tions industry and the United States in par- 
ticular. declaring that “a country that mis- 
uses its power is on the road to decline." 

Minister Jack Lang told the UNESCO 
world cultural conference meeting here 
Tuesday that some powerful nations that 
once "called on peoples to rise in order to 
fight oppression...! now) seem to be inspired 
by no other ethic than profits." 

Lang did not refer to the United States by- 
name. but applauded European nations 
that stood up to an unnamed "powerful 
nation" in not heeding President Ronald 
Reagan s ban on ihe use of U.S. technology 
in the construction of the Soviet gas pipeline 
to Western Europe. 


" CuhuTe is not owned by one power,” he 
said. "Let's liberate our imaginations, our 
energies." 

Allan Weinstein, vice chairman of the 
U.S. delegation to the liy-nation confer- 
ence. said the United States was surprised 
and concerned about Lang's remarks. 

The French culture minister spoke speci- 
fically about the international onslaught of 
products of the mass communications 
industry, noting that in many countries the 
faces of Reagan and Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev are now more familiar to 
citizens than the faces of their next-door 
neighbors. 

"Culture and economy are the same 
struggle. There's no point in pulling wool 
over our eyes and trying to adopt an anglic 
attitude," Lang said. 


He said the mass communications indus- 
try is aimed at marketing one standardized 
music, one way of dressing and one form of 
entertainment. 

“Are we to accept this genuine bom- 
bardment of images without doing any- 
thing?” Lang asked. "Let's call a spade a 
spade. We struggle against this form of 
intellectual and financial imperialism." 

He said it was time to take action against 
"a global kingdom of profits” and that intel- 
lectual life now has fallen victim to a "mul- 
tinational financial dominering system.” 

Lang said each nation must diversify its 
sources of culture and "decolonize radio 
and television networks.” Noting the 
advances of television's new technologies, 
he said, "new technologies exist, but we 
must marshal them before they swallow us 
up.” 


Weinstein, speaking to reporters at a 
news conference called to respond to Lang’s 
speech, said "it was with a. certain measure 
of surprise that ray government listened to 
some of minister Lang's statements sur- 
prise and in some instances concern.” 

He said the U.S. delegates did not plan to 
make any formal protest but hoped to dis- 
cuss the differences with Lang. Weinstein 
denied that the increasing tension between 
the U.S. and French governments implied a 
rupture or a “divorce.” 

"The fact is that there are strains.” -tie 
said, “What sort of marriage would you 
warn? It involves give and take.” 

Delegates from 119 countries registered 
for the conference that opened Monday. It 
follows by 12 years the first UNESCO 
world culture conference m Venice, Italy.

Abductors elude Zimbabwe 


INSUZA. Zimbabwe. July 28 (R; — 
Guerrillas hiding in Zimbabwe's southern 
bush with six foreign hostages whom they 
threaten to kill eluded 1 .000 troops and air- 
craft Wednesday. Despite military claims ear- 
lier that the searchers were closing in. there 
were no signs of progress and more soldiers 
were sent to the area. 

The guerrillas have said the hostages, 
seized five days ago. will die on Friday unless 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe accedes to 
their political demands. Thev are holding two 
Americans, two Australians and two Britons 
who were in Zimbabwe as tourists. 

The gunmen, believed to number up to 1 0. 
claim to be veterans of ZIPRA. the 
Rhodesian pre-indcpendence guerrilla war 
army of Joshua Nkomo who is now opposi- 
tion leader. 

They are demanding the release from 
detention of former ZIPRA commanders 
and an end to alleged government harass- 
ment of Nkomo. Nkomo has condemned the 
abduction but the gunmen have ignored his 
plea to give up the hostages. 


There has been no sign of the government 
meeting the demands and no word of any 
further communication from the gunmen hid- 
ing in a vast expanse of bush stretching west 
from Bulawayo toward Hwange national 
game park and Victoria Falls. 

Military officials complain that peasants 
are sheltering and feeding the gunmen and 
using cattle to cover up tracks.The Tjolotjo 
area at the center of the search has been put 
under curfew for all but four hours in the 
middle of the day. 

A dusk-to-dawn curfew has also been put 
on the neighboring regions of Lupane and 
Nyamandhlovu. bringing the restricted area 
to at least 22.000 square kilometers. 

Government officials said the move was 
pan of a clampdown on Matabeleland where 
at least 30 persons have been killed since 
Nkomo was dismissed from the cabinet in 
February. Military officials have been unav- 
ailable to journalists since Tuesday when 
they said l *«:: the gunmen w ere surrounded. 


Mrs. Gandhi meets Reagan today 


NEW YORK. July 2S (AP) — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi arrived here 
Tuesday on the first leg of her week-long visit 
to the United States. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who arrived at Kennedy 
International Airport shortly after 6 p.m. 
(2200 MT) was greeted by a crowd of bet- 
ween 200 and 300 persons. 

The 64-year-old prime minister, accom- 
panied by aides and her son. Rajiv Gandhi. 
was to stay overnight at the Carlyle Hotel in 
mid-Manhattan before leaving for Washing- 
ton. 

Mrs. Gandhi will meet with President 
Ronald Reagan and other U.S. officials 
Thursday and Friday and will leave the 
United States on Aug. 2. 

She was to stop in Japan for talks with 
officials there before returning to India. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who has called her trip a 
good-will visit, said before leaving for the 
United States that she will be discussing 
-what India is. what India stands for and what 


we have been trying to do. and the tremend- 
ous obstacles and difficulties that we face." 

She said that she did not intend to discuss 
defense purchases. An U.S. official had said 
last week that India might be allowed to buy 
U.S. F-16 jets, whose sale to Pakistan has 
prompted Mrs. Gandhi to accuse the United 
States of fomenting an arms race in that reg- 
ion. 

Meanwhile. Mrs. Gandhi told Soviet Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev in a telegram that she 
was looking forward to her visit to the Soviet 
Union in September with "impatience”, the 
Soviet news agency Tass reported. 

It said Mrs. Gandhi had sent BrezJinev and 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Tikhonov the tele- 
gram while overflying Soviet territory en 
route to New York. 

Tass said the Indian leader, in sending her 
"warm” wishes to the Soviet people and 
leadership, said that Indian-Soviet friend- 
ship was "multilateral” and had "resisted the 
test of time.” 
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U.S. secretly decides 
to double neutron arms 


WASHINGTON. July 28 (ONI) — The 
Reagan Administration has secretly decided 
to double or even treble its production of 
neutron warheads. The new warheads will be 
fitted to 155mm artillery shells as part of a 
modernization of U.S. tactical nuclear 
weapons that could be used in a nuclear war 
in Europe if the European countries agreed. 

Last August the Reagan Administration 
announced its intention to go ahead with 
production of two types of neutron warheads 
totaling 1 .300 shells. Production of a third 
type, the 1 55mm. totaling between 1 .000 and 
3.000 shells, was revealed in closed hearings 
in March before the House of Representa- 
tives Armed Services Committee. 

A censored report of the hearings, inadver- 
tently disclosing the planned production of 
the 155mm neutron warhead, was published 
last week. The President’s production deci- 
sion last year caused an uproar in Europe 
even though the Administration stressed the 
neutron warheads would be stockpiled in the 
United States until allied agreement had 
been reached to store them in Europe. 

Western European governments were par- 
ticularly annoyed that they bad not been 
given notice of the decision.

NATO’s modernization of its tactical nuclear 
weapons, including the planned introduction 

Nicaragua fears 
armed conflict 

MANAGUA. July 28 (AFP) — Interior 
Minister Tomas Barge warned here Tuesday 
of the chance of armed conflict between 
Nicaragua and neighboring Honduras, and 
described Central America as being “virtu- 
ally in a state of war.” 

“Acts of hostility originating in Honduras 
and repeated crimes against the people of 
Nicaragua could end in armed conflict bet- 
ween tbe two countries." Maj. Borge told 
reporters. He said Nicaragua was trying to 
avoid a conflict despite “almost daily provo- 
cations.” 

The interior minister denounced what he 
called “the silent invasion” of Nicaragua by 
“counterrevolutionaries." He charged that 
infiltration by former national guardsmen of 
ex-dictator Anastasio Somoza was a tactic of 
the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
against the Sandinista revolution here. 

"A visible invasion on a large scale would 
turn out to be too costly." he said. The gov- 
ernment said on July 1 5 that it was no longer 
dealing with marauding “bands” of ex- 
Somoza troops but with “large groups organ- 
ized and armed like a regular army.” 

Earlier, in announcing a six-month exten- 
sion of Nicaragua's state-of-emergeacy regu- 
lations. ruling junta member Sergio Ramirez 
said thar 23 “counterrevolutionaries” had 
been killed in recent days in combat with 
Sandinista troops in northern and western 
Nicaragua. 

Since it was decreed last March, the state of 
emergency had been extended only one 
month at a time. The six-month prolongation 
was seen as heralding a tougher anti- 
opposition line. 

Ramirez also denounced recent ' joint 
U.S.-Hnnduran military maneuvers as “an 
attack against Nicaragua's sovereignty.” The 
government also announced limitations on 
gasoline sales intended to economize 30 per- 
cent of the country's fuel consumption. 

(In Tegucigalpa, the Honduran capital, the 
"Nicaraguan Democratic Force." whose 
declared aim is to unite anti-Sandinista 
forces, including “honest” former national 
guardsmen, claimed to have killed 35 San- 
dinista soldiers last Saturday in an attack on a 
garrison at San Francisco del Norte in 
Nicaragua's Chinandega district) 

Nicaraguan authorities, stating that there 
was no military garrison in San Francisco, 
said cx-Somoza soldiers massacred 14 
civilians at the town on Saturday, torturing 
them before slashing their throats. 

(Meanwhile, in San Jose, the Costa Rican 
government declared three Nicaraguan dip- 
lomats "persona non grata” and ordered 
them to leave the country as soon as possible. 
Reasons for the expulsions were. not stated, 
but were believed to be relcated to a dyna- 
mite attack on a Honduran plane in Costa 
Rica early this month.)

■TRAN!. Italy, July 28. (AP) - A Red 
Brigades terrorist, whose arrest in January 
was a turning point in the search for kidnap- 
ped U.S. Brig. Gen. James L. Dower, was 
murdered in prison Tuesday, police said. 

Ennio di Rocco, 25, was stabbed and 
strangled by other inmates during an exercise 
period in the maximum security pxisoa in this 
southern Italian town. 

Di Rocco, a Rome plumber, was arrested 
near the Spanish Steps in Rome on Jan. with 
another member of the Red Brigades Stefanp 
Petrella. 

Newspapers repons at the time said the 
two gave police important information that 
led to the arrest of a key Red Brigades leader, 
Giovanni Senzani, five days later andeventu- 
afly to the rescue of tbe American general 
Jan. 28. 

Dozier* tbe highest-ranking American at 
the NATO base in Verona, was kidnapped 
Dec. 17 by the leftist terrorist group. Police 
rescued him from a hideout in Padua 42 days 
later.

Japanese 
to explain 
textbooks 

TOKYO. July 28 (R) — The Japanese 
government promised a quick reply Wednes- 
day to China’s official protest over the con- 
troversial revision of school history books 
which glosses over Japanese military action in 
China before and during World War II. 

Knchi Miyazawa. cbief cabinet secretary 
and the chief government spokesman, told 
reporters Japan will explain to China through 
diplomatic channels the Japanese system of 
changing textbooks for high schools. 

He said the explanation will also detail how 
the textbooks describe the 1972 normaliza- 
tion of relations between the two countries as 
well as the peace and friendship treaty signed 
by Peking and Tokyo in 1978. 

The Chinese protest over the revision of 
the textbooks, which softens the role and 
actions of the Japanese Army and Air Force 
in China and Korea, said that it is contrary to 
the spirit of the two documents. 

Before it signed the 1972 accord. Japan 
expressed repentance over its role in- China 
from 1 932, when it established a puppet state 
in Manchuria, until its defeat in 1945. 

Foreign Ministiy officials said that South 
Korea — the entire Korean peninsula was a 
Japanese colony for 36 years until 1945 — 
has also sought clarification of the rewrite of 
Japanese history. 

They said that the Foreign Ministiy 
explained the changes to the South Korean 
Embassy here, which made an enquiry after 
police protection was increased around the 
Japanese Embassy in Seoul for fear of 
demonstrations. 

Education and Foreign Ministry officials 
have explained that the textbook revisions 
were made on the advice of an advisory body 
to the Education Ministry and not as the 
result of a ministerial order. 

Cubans reported 
attacking UNIT A 

JOHANNESBURG. July 28 (AFP) — 
Cuban troops in Angola have launched a 
massive general offensive against the rebel 
anti-govemment movement UNITA led by 
Jonas Savimbi. the South African radio 
reported Wednesday. 

A communique issued by UNITA said that 
8 .500 Cubans, aided by Soviet military advis- 
ers and using Soviet arms, were taking part in 
widespread attacks in the center and south of 
Angola. It did not say when the attack 
started. 

There are an estimated 20,000 Cuban 
troops in Angola. At the beginning of this 
week President Fidel Castro said in Havana 
that they - would remain as long as the Ango- 
lan government believed that it was 
threatened by South Africa. 

If this Cuban offensive is confirmed, then it 
will coincide with, attempts in New York to 
finalize a peace settlement in Namibia. 

The five-nation contact group (Britain. 
Canada. France, the United States. West 
Germany) and the six “front line states" 
(Angola. Botswana. Mozambique. Tanzania. 
Zambia. Zimbabwe) and Nigeria have repor- 
tedly reached an agreement involving the 
United Nations.
